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BRITISH BOOKS 


ON PHILOSOPHY SINCE THE WAR 


I 
E. W. F. TOMLIN 


ONE reason why the British are sometimes regarded as an unphilosophical 
nation may be connected with the nature of the philosophy in which they 
happen to excel. The empirical tradition is a tradition averse to the elabora- 
tion of grandiose systems; and for some people a philosophy has to issue in 
a system embracing experience in every aspect in order to deserve the name 
of philosophy at all. Another reason is this: much philosophising in the 
British tradition has been done outside the sphere of academic philosophy. 
That we have more philosophically-minded historians, literary critics, and 
scientists than strictly philosophical philosophers may be true. 

The most popular philosophical work of the immediate post-war period 
was Bertrand Russell’s History of Western Philosophy (1946, Allen & Unwin, 
30s.). One suspects that the public’s delight was due largely to finding a 
philosophical book which, despite its length, was intelligible from beginning 
to end. Of greater importance and depth was the book that followed: Human 
Knowledge: Its Scope and Limits (1948, Allen & Unwin, 30s.). A similar re- 
assessment of ethics, which Russell had at one time wished to expel from the 
domain of philosophical enquiry, was made in Human Society in Ethics and 
Politics (1954, Allen & Unwin, 15s.). As he moved robustly towards his ninth 
decade, however, Russell showed signs of increasing dissatisfaction with the 
trend of modern British philosophy, especially that represented by extreme 
‘analysis’. Lugic and Knowledge: Essays 1901-1950, edited by R. C. Marsh 
(1956, Allen & Unwin, 25s.), contained an essay condemning the tendency 
to divorce thought from reality, which, together with some later papers, 
rudely jerked the scalpel in the hand of more than one young ‘analyst’. 
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Among a generation junior to Russell, the book with the greatest impact 
upon the learned world was undoubtedly Gilbert Ryle’s The Concept of Mind 
(2nd edition 1952, Hutchinson, 15s.). This highly provocative and stimulating 
work may be said to have exercised upon the younger generation an influence 
similar to that which A. J. Ayer’s Language, Truth and Logic (revised edition 
1946, Gollancz, 12s. 6d.) exercised upon the pre-war generation. Ryle’s pur- 
pose was to demonstrate the confusions inherent in Descartes’ theory of the 
relation of body and mind. Apart from much salutary destructive criticism, 
the most fruitful arguments of the book were perhaps those concerned with 
the basis of psychology. In refreshing contrast to some other philosophers 
and to most scientists, Ryle recognised the growing importance of the bio- 
logical sciences. A series of exercises in Ryle’s ‘technique’ of argument was 
contained in Dilemmas (1954, Cambridge University Press, 10s. 6d.). 

Whether consciously or not, Ryle was bringing his thought into alignment 
with the movement, philosophico-scientific in character, deriving from 
A. N. Whitehead’s Philosophy of Organism. Although Whitchead’s major 
works ante-dated the war by many years, his influence remained pervasive, 
The publication of Essays in Science and Philosophy (1948, Rider, 15s.), the 
Whitehead Anthology, edited by Northrop and Gross (1954, Cambridge Uni- 
versity Press, 75s.) and The Dialogues of A. N.Whitehead, edited by Lucien 
Price (1954, Reinhardt, 25s.) served both to keep alive the controversies 
surrounding his achievement and to reverse certain hasty estimates of its 
value. Many philosophers continued to find Whitehead’s systematic works 
and general outlook uncongenial. Others, like Errol Harris in his penetrating 
Nature, Mind and Modern Science (1954, Allen & Unwin, 35s.), accused him 
of distortion and sometimes of ignorance. Yet Whitehead was the first British 
philosopher to challenge the 17th century “bifurcation of nature’ which Ryle 
was later to submit to his own kind of psycho-analysis. Owing much to 
Whitehead, the criticism of current views of Nature was continued in the 
posthumous work of R. G. Collingwood The Idea of Nature (1945, Oxford 
University Press, 25s.), Herbert Agar’s A Contribution to the Theory of the 
Living Organism (2nd edition 1952, Melbourne University Press: Cambridge 
University Press, 27s. 6d.), E. S. Russell’s The Directiveness of Organic Activities 
(1945, Cambridge University Press, 15s.), Agnes Arber’s The Mind and the 
Eye (1954, Cambridge University Press, 20s.), R. A. Fisher’s Creative Aspects 
of Natural Law (1950, Cambridge University Press, 3s. 6d.), and Edmund W. 
Sinnott’s The Biology of the Spirit (1956, Gollancz, 16s.). 

A pioneer in the philosophical examination of biological principles, J. H. 
Woodger, continued his analysis in Biology and Language (1952, Cambridge 
University Press, sos.). R. B. Braithwaite’s Scientific Explanation: A Study of 
the Function of Theory, Probability and Law in Science (1953, Cambridge Uni- 
versity Press, 45s.), besides being of fundamental importance for the study 
of scientific method, exhibited a similar preoccupation. Meanwhile, the 
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‘bogey of mechanism’ was by no means expelled. Thinkers such as J. Z. 
Young in Doubt and Certainty in Science (1951, Oxford University Press, 
12s. 6d.) inclined towards the Behaviouristic point of view. This was due to 
the great prestige still enjoyed by physics. Stephen Toulmin’s Philosophy of 
Science (1953, Hutchinson, 8s. 6d.) was a clear statement of the view accord- 
ing to which mathematical physics was the science to which all other sciences 
should approximate. The translation of K. R. Popper’s The Logic of Scientific 
Discovery with its postcript After Twenty Years (to be published together in 
one vol. June 1957, Hutchinson, approx. 35s.) will make available a philo- 
sophical classic at a propitious moment. 


Not merely theologians but many scientists had long realised the difficulties 
and dilemmas to which ‘physicalism’ gave rise. If physico-mathematical 
science was the modern ‘queen of the sciences’, then her domain, like that 
of any other kingdom, must have its limits. A solution long favoured by 
humanists, including scientists in the humanist tradition, was one to which 
politicians in similar predicaments have had recourse: partition. While the 
world of science was held to be subject to rigid determinist law, the so-called 
‘world of spirit’ was held to be free. Man somehow lived in the two worlds 
simultaneously. This was simply a variation of the famous controversy 
between Science and Religion. Virtually started by T. H. Huxley, kept alive 
at the popular level by Huxley’s two brilliant grandsons, and afforded 
periodical reassessment through the Gifford Lectures, the controversy was 
assured of no conclusion so long as a physico-chemical Nature and a meta- 
physical Mind were opposed one to another across a gulf. Two recent pro- 
ducts of the Gifford Foundation showed by their adherence respectively to 
one side and to the other the essential unreality of the conflict: Gabriel Marcel’s 
Mystery of Being (2 vols. 1950/1, Harvill Press), which stated the extreme 
subjective view, and Charles Sherrington’s Man on his Nature (2nd edition 
1951, Cambridge University Press, 35s.; 1955, Penguin Books, 2s. 6d.), 
which stated the mechanistic one. A fine attempt to bridge the gulf was made 
by H. J. Paton in The Modern Predicament (1955, Allen & Unwin, 30s.). 


Just as the Gifford Lecturer was by the terms of his office expected to dis- 
cuss theological questions, so the Bampton lecturer found himself not merely 
pledged to ‘confute all heretics and schismatics’ but impelled to go outside 
the confines of Dogmatic Theology to do so. A brilliant excursion of this 
kind was made by E. L. Mascall in his Christian Theology and Natural Science 
(1956, Longmans, 25s.). According to Mascall, the latest developments in 
science, especially in Quantum Theory, while unable to substantiate religious 
belief, could no longer be regarded as incompatible with it. This was a theme 
popular with a number of philosopher-theologians. One of the last works 
of a major thinker, A. E. Taylor, was an essay Does God Exist? (1945, Mac- 
millan, 7s. 6d.), while a similar argument was advanced by Mary B. Hesse

in her Science and the Human Imagination (1954, S.C.M. Press, 12s. 6d.) and 
R. B. Braithwaite’s essay An Empiricist View of Religious Belief (1955, 
Cambridge University Press). Some further discussions of this difficult 
problem were contained in the two compendia New Essays in Philosophical 
Theology, edited by A. Flew and A. C. MacIntyre (1955, S.C.M. Press, 218), 
and Faith and Logic, edited by Basil Mitchell (1957, Allen & Unwin, 21s.), It 
was also the theme of Paul Roubiczek’s Thinking towards Religion (1957, 
Darwen Finlayson, 153.). 


Among new editions of the classics, the nine-volumeW orks of George Berkeley, 
edited by A. A. Luce and T. E. Jessop (Vols. 1-8, 1948/56, Nelson, 30s. each vol; 
Vol. 9 to come), is a work of scholarship unlikely to be superseded during 
the present century. With it might be grouped Luce’s Life of George Berkeley 
(1949, Nelson 25s.), an appendage to the series, his edition of Berkeley's 
Philosophical Commentaries (1944, Nelson), and an original work Sense with- 
out Matter (1954, Nelson, 12s. 6d.) defending Direct Perception. More con- 
troversial was J. O. Wisdom’s psycho-analytical study The Unconscious Origins 
of Berkeley's Philosophy (1953, Hogarth Press, 25s.). A revival in the study 
of Locke was equally notable: witness J.W. Gough’s John Locke’s Political 
Philosophy (1950, Oxford University Press, 18s.), Locke’s Travels in France, 
edited by John Lough (1953, Cambridge University Press, sos.); and the 
second edition of R. I. Aaron’s definitive John Locke (1955, Oxford Univer- 
sity Press, 18s.). Interest in Hume was not difficult to explain: E. C. Mossner’s 
Life of David Hume (1955, Nelson, 42s.) was a vigorous defence of the man, 
New Letters of David Hume, edited by R. Klibansky and E. C. Mossner (1954, 
Oxford University Press, 35s.) threw much light on the celebrated contro- 
versy over Rousseau, while a shorter study concentrating on the philosophy 
was D. G. C. MacNabb’s David Hume: His Theory of Knowledge and Morality 
(1951, Hutchinson, 7s. 6d.). A very fully documented account of the life and 
thought of the ‘saint of Rationalism’ who longed for certainty and belief 
even more ardently than Hume was M. St. J. Packe’s The Life of John Stuart 
Mill (1954, Secker & Warburg, 42s.), to which Professor Hayek contributed 
an Introduction. 


A popular experiment of considerable interest was the Pelican Philosophy 
Series, edited by A. J. Ayer (Penguin Books). These handy paper-backed 
volumes, written for the ordinary reader without compromise in standards, 
enjoyed a collective success for which there was hardly a parallel. Only the 
Que sais-je? library of the Presses Universitaires de France equalled the serics 
in catholicity, quality and cheapness. In addition to monographs on individual 
philosophers, such as Aquinas by F. C. Copleston (1955), Berkeley by G. J. 
Warnock (1953, 2s. 6d.), Hobbes by Richard Peters (1956, 3s. 6d.), Kant by 
S. Kérner (1955, 2s. 6d.), Leibnitz by R. L. Saw (1954, 2s. 6d.), John Locke 
by D. J. O’Connor (1952), John Stuart Mill by Karl Britton (1953), Peirce 
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and Pragmatism by W. B. Gallie (1952, 2s. 6d.) and Spinoza by Stuart Hamp- 
shire (1951, 2s. 6d.; new edition 1956, Faber, 15s.), the series contained more 
general studies such as T. D. Weldon’s The Vocabulary of Politics (1953, 2s. 6d.) 
and Ayer’s own important contribution The Problem of Knowledge (1956, 
3s. 6d.; 1956, Macmillan, 18s.). 

With regard to wholesale revaluations of philosophical problems and of 
the philosophical tradition, a number of works of high quality were published. 
Three to achieve prominence were A. C. Ewing’s The Fundamental Questions 
of Philosophy (1951, Routledge, 215.), H. H. Price’s Thinking and Experience 
(1953, Hutchinson, 25s.), and G. E. Moore’s collection of essays Some Main 
Problems of Philosophy (1953, Allen & Unwin, 25s.). Apart from Russell’s 
tour de force, the most interesting general survey was perhaps that of F. C. 
Copleston, the Catholic thinker. Of his lengthy History of Philosophy (Burns 
& Oates, 3 vols., 30s. each) had appeared: Vol. 1, Greece and Rome 
(1946), Vol. II, Augustine to Scotus (1950), and Vol. Ill Ockham to Sudrez 
(1953). Copleston, a contributor to the Pelican Philosophy Series, had also 
written a simple account of Medieval Philosophy (1952, Methuen, 7s. 6d.); 
and, following his war-time study of Nietzsche, Arthur Schopenhauer, Philos- 
opher of Pessimism (1946, Burns & Oates, now ss.). Two works by A. H. 
Armstrong, Plotinus (1953, Allen & Unwin, ros. 6d.) and An Introduction to 
Ancient Philosophy (1947, Methuen); two by A. C. Crombie, Augustine to 
Galileo: The History of Science, A.D. 400-1650(1952, Falcon Press) and Robert 
Grosseteste and the Origins of Experimental Science (1953, Oxford University 
Press); and D. J. B. Hawkins’ Sketch of Medieval Philosophy (1946, Sheed & 
Ward, 6s.) helped to meet the demand for a revision in the popular idea of 
ancient, medieval and modern philosophy and science. Specialist studies of 
Greek Thought were F. M. Cornford’s Principium Sapientiae: The Origins 
of Greek Philosophical Thought (1952, Cambridge University Press); W. 
Jaeger’s The Theology of the Early Greek Philosophers (1947, Oxford University 
Press, 25s.),and Kathleen Freeman’s Companion to the Pre-Socratic Philosophers 
3tdedition, 1953, (Blackwell, 30s.). The latter likewise translated the import- 
ant Italian work by M. Untersteiner, The Sophists (1954, Blackwell, 31s. 6d.). 
A landmark of particular interest and significance was the publication in the 
Everyman’s Library (Dent) of Aristotle’s Metaphysics (1956, 8s. 6d.) as the 
1oooth volume in a series already distinguished for its editions of Descartes, 
Hobbes, Leibnitz, Hume, Kant and James. 


Mr. E. W.F. Tomlin, who is now the British Council’s Representative in Turkey, has himself 
made an important contribution to philosophy. His works include The Approach to Metaphysics 
(1947), R. G. Collingwood (1953), Simone Weil (1953), Living and Knowing (1955). He has also 
contributed the article on Metaphysics to A New Outline of Modern Knowledge, edited by Alan 
Pryce-Jones (1956).

A.D. 500 to 900. M. L. W. Laistner. 2nd edition, revised. Methuen, 30s. 1957.

First published in 1931, this book has rendered inestimable service to many students

Books for 
pupils up to eighteen years of age are covered. In the fiction, only books written 
specially for children are included, but this criterion does not apply to the other 
books. The list is not selective, and inclusion does not necessarily imply recommenda- 
tion. The annotations are derived from notes supplied by the publishers. The books are 
arranged by subject in alphabetical order and are graded. Foreign as well as British 
authors are included. This is a useful compilation which should help teachers and 
librarians to introduce children to books worth reading. (016)

DANGEROUS ESTATE. The Anatomy of Newspapers. Francis Williams. 
Longmans, 24s. 1957. 22 cm. 312 pages. Index. 
Mr. Williams is a former editor of the Daily Herald and now contributes a weekly 
commentary on Fleet Strect affairs to the New Statesman. His title derives from the 
fact that, in Britain, Parliament comprises the three Estates of the Realm 
and that the Press has come to be known as the Fourth Estate. The book gives a 
comprehensive account of the origins and development of British newspapers and 
vivid sketches of many notable personalities in journalism. It is, however, primarily 
concerned to examine and explain the functions of the Press, the social consequences 
of the enormous expansion of circulations in this century, the extent and impact of 
newspapers’ influence on their regular readers—in Britain some ninety per cent. 
of the adult population—and their future prospects in the light of the competition of 
tadio and television news and entertainment programmes. (072-09) 
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PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 


THE DRAMATIC UNIVERSE. Vol. I. The Foundations of Natural 
Philosophy. J. G. Bennett. Hodder & Stoughton, 42s. 1957. 23 cm. $76 pages. 
Diagrams. Indexes. 

The author is known already as a persuasive interpreter of the ideas of Gurdjieff and 

Ouspensky. These ideas are here used as the basis for an attempted synthesis of all 

knowledge. At the same time the author draws upon a vast store of scientific and 

philosophical theory; for he is himself a mathematician and an industrial research 
worker. Whereas many books of this kind are written in language of elevated 
obscurity, the present volume is clear in presentation, though the reader will need to 
master a number of unfamiliar and formidable technical terms. The approach is 
empirical; a second volume dealing with the values of life and hence the meaning of 
existence is promised later. (110) 


VENTURE WITH IDEAS. Kenneth Walker. Reprint. Cape, 15s. 1957. 
20 cm. 192 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 
The system of thought—effecting a reconcilation between religion, science, and 
analytic psychology—brought to Europe by Gurdjieff and later taught by P. D. 
Ouspensky and Maurice Nicoll is finding many new adherents. In Venture with 
Ideas, which first appeared in 1951, Mr. Walker sketches a masterly outline of the 
teaching and gives a detailed description of Gurdjieff himself. Author of The Circle 
of Life, Diagnosis of Man and numerous other works, Mr. Walker excels at expressing 
difficult ideas in a lucid style most agreeable to read. (149°3) 


PRACTICAL REASON AND MORALITY. A Study of Immanuel 
Kant’s Foundations for the Metaphysics of Morals. A. R. C. Duncan. Nelson, 18s. 
19$7. 22°§ cm. 200 pages. 

This book is intended for the student of philosophy who has already read much of 

Kant and the literature of Kantianism. It is an essay on that among Kant’s works 

which has given rise to most criticism and misunderstanding. Professor Duncan 1s 

concerned to show that Kant’s Grundlegung is not so much a treatise on ethics or 
morality as a continuation of the critical enquiry begun with The Critique of Pure 

Reason. He thus parts company with writers like Moore and Pritchard who, assuming 

Kant to be writing on ethical theory, succeed without difficulty in proving him 

inconsistent and even inhuman. The author makes out a very good and well- 

documented case. (171) 


MEISTER ECKHART. An Introduction to the Study of his Works with 
an Anthology of his Sermons. Selected, annotated and translated from the German 
by James M. Clark. Nelson, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 280 pages. 4 plates. Bibliography. 
Index. 

Meister Eckhart (1260-1329), a German philosopher and mystic of outstanding 

importance, was often misunderstood in his own time and suffers from a like fate 

today. Believing that he must be saved from his would-be friends and his enemies, 

Professor Clark, lately of Glasgow University, provides in the first part of this 

volume an admirable introduction to Eckhart’s thought and to his role as mystic, 

theologian, scholar and poet. In the second part, we have a new translation of twenty- 
five vernacular sermons in which the characteristic doctrines of Eckhart are set before 
us with some useful annotations. The volume concludes with an English translation 

of two documents relating to Eckhart’s trial and condemnation. (193) 
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ORTEGA Y GASSET: An Outline of his Philosophy. José Ferrater Mora. 
Bowes & Bowes, 7s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 70 pages. Bibliography. (Studies in Modern 
European Literature and Thought) 

A welcome addition to a distinguished series. Next to Unamuno, Ortega is the best 

known of modern Spanish writers; but, apart from his masterpiece The Revolt of 

the Masses, his work is not very accessible to the English-speaking world. This essay 
forms a survey of his entire output, much of which consists of essays and newspaper 
articles. Ortega’s fresh and penetrating ideas on society, civilisation, history, philosophy 

and the Spanish character are clearly expounded. Above all, this is the record of a 

man who preserved his intellectual integrity throughout a career beset with difficulties 

and frustrations. Like Croce, Ortega was a great European as well as a fervent patriot.

THINKING TOWARDS RELIGION. A Philosophical Approach to 
Religious Faith. Paul Roubiczek. Darwen Finlayson, 15s. 1957. 22 cm. 192 pages. 
Index. 

This is a book of originality and vigour. The author, a Czech by birth but at present 

teaching at Cambridge, has not allowed his considerable learning to stop him from 

thinking for himself. Having disposed of the conventional scientific criticisms of 
religion, he proceeds to show that the philosophical justification of religion is often 
marred by a tendency towards system-making. “There is no doubt’, he says, ‘that 
metaphy sical systems must be dismissed, but also no doubt that metaphy sical thinking 
must be preserved.’ Such thinking, he holds, must finally lead to faith, whereas 
dependence on reason, or alternatively its repudiation, leads to the kind of irrationalism 
and fanaticism which renders man sub-human. This is a book which all can understand 
and from which the professional thinker may learn more than he expects. —_ (201) 


THE SERVANT OF GOD. W. Zimmerli, J. Jeremias. Translated from 
the German by Harold Knight. 120 pages. Bibliography. Index. THE 
PROBLEM OF HISTORY IN MARK. James M. Robinson. 96 pages. 
Indexes. S.C.M. Press, 10s.6d. and 8s. 1957. 21-5 cm. Paper covers. (Studies in 
Biblical Theology, Nos. 20 and 21) 

The first of the two additions to this series—specially valuable to advanced students 

of the Bible—is a translation of the article on the Servant of God in Kittel’s theo- 

logical word-book, and those unacquainted with German will welcome the oppor- 
tunity of examining a comprehensive study of the meaning of the title in the Old 

Testament, translations in the Septuagint, late Judaism and the New Testament. The 

second study discusses the problem of history in the interpretation of St. Mark. We 

are reminded that Mark confronts us not as a philosopher writing about a concept of 
history but as a narrator of history whose understanding of it must be deduced from 
his writing of it. In chapters dealing with the Marcan introduction, the exorcism 
narratives, the debates with Jewish authorities, the Marcan Apocalypse and other 
central issues, the material of this gospel is subjected to critical examination, and the 
detailed footnotes with references to relevant literature should prove of great service 
to students of the subject. (220-8) (226-3) 


THE NEW TESTAMENT BACKGROUND: SELECTED 
DOCUMENTS. Edited with introductions by C. K. Barrett. S.P.C.K., 21s. 
1957. 22 cm. 300 pages. Indexes. 


Although, as the author, a lecturer in the University of Durham, reminds us, there 
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are books about the history and thought of the world in New Testament times, 
there is none that offers a selection of original documents which can make the world 
into which Jesus was born come alive. It is just such a selection that Dr. Barrett 
provides, and here the reader may encounter important extracts from papyri and 
inscriptions, the works of philosophers, the Hermetic writings, Rabbinic writings, 
Rabbinic literature and Rabbinic Judaism. This compilation, accompanied by 
frequent annotations, should prove invaluable to the student and teacher of the New 
Testament. (225-95) 


THE SOURCES OF THE SYNOPTIC GOSPELS. Vol. IL 
St. Luke and St. Matthew. The late Wilfred L. Knox. Edited by H. Chadwick. 
Cambridge University Press, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 180 pages. Indexes. 

The main purpose of this volume, which is a continuation of a previous work on 

St. Mark, is to show that the evangelists, notably Mark and Luke, used short tracts 

about the ministry of Jesus of the kind required by missionaries sent out from such 

centres as Jerusalem or Antioch. In the late thirties of the first century, and certainly 
by the early fifties, tracts of this kind were the normal type of Christian propaganda, 

Several of these tracts, it is contended, were not available to Mark and were used by 

Matthew and Luke. These considerations which take us beyond ‘form-criticism’ 

are of obvious importance for an inquiry into the historicity and authenticity of the 

Gospel narratives, and while there is much scope for speculation in this field of 

investigation, the author has much to say that is provocative and there is never any 

doubt about the competence of his scholarship. (226) 


FAITH AND LOGIC. Oxford Essays in Philosophical Theology. Edited by 
Basil Mitchell. Allen & Unwin, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 228 pages. Index. 
The foreign reader who approaches this book will need to be reminded of the 
circumstances in which it was written. The era in Britain in which philosophy and 
theology were hardly on speaking terms is over. Like New Essays on Philosophical 
Theory (edited by Flew and MacIntyre), this book is an excellent guide to the thinking 
done on matters of religion in British universities. Among the distinguished names 
included are Austin Farrer, R. M. Hare and M. B. Forster. The common theme is 
enunciated by the title of one of the essays: ‘How theologians reason’. The writers 
are not always in agreement on individual topics, but they are at one in their 
conviction that faith, while not identical with reason and logic, is far from being 
incompatible with them. (230) 


CHRIST AND HIS CHURCH. The Laidlaw Lectureship, 1954. 
Anders Nygren. Translated from the Swedish by Alan Carlsten. S.P.C.K., 10s.6d. 
1957. 19 cm. 126 pages. 

In these inspiring and illuminating lectures, delivered at Knox College, Toronto, 

the Bishop of Lund, Sweden, examines the relation of the Messiah to the Messianic 

community and submits that the Church is an indispensable part of the Gospel. By 
its nature, the Church is inseparable from Christ. Further, as the body of Christ, it is 

a unity, and the divisions between the churches constitute a contradiction that must 

be resolved. On the other hand, it is here argued that much that has been regarded as 

disruptive of unity loses that character when seen in the light of the Gospel. In 
conclusion, the author claims that the ecumenical quest must proceed from the idea 
of unity as something ‘given’ and as finding expression in diversity rather than 
uniformity. The exploration of differences should result in a common endeavour to 
comprehend the truth in its wholeness. (230) 








THE WILL AND THE WAY. A Study of Divine Providence and Vocation. 
Harry Blamires. S.P.C.K., 15s. 1957. 22 cm. 140 pages. 
In this invigorating and challenging volume, the author distinguishes between the 
religious and the merely intellectual approach to such pressing questions as: How 
does God act upon the human scene? What is the nature of God’s interference in our 
daily lives? When we pray for guidance, what do we expect to happen? The modern 
mind, we are here told, tends to regard these questions as the starting-point of debate, 
but for the religious subject they are the beginning of action. The God whose 
assistance is remotely invoked is found to reveal His presence in the redirection of our 
lives so that they become conformed to the pattern of the divine way. (240) 


HYMNS OF THE ROMAN LITURGY. Joseph Connelly. Longmans, 
28s. 1957. 25 cm. 288 pages. Indexes. 
This anthology is particularly welcome since the beautiful Latin hymns of the Roman 
Liturgy are sadly neglected by many lay Catholics. Father Connelly has collected 
154 hymns mostly from the Breviary, Missal, and Pontifical and arranged them in 
four parts, each with an introduction. These parts consist of hymns taken from the 
Canonical hours, others from the liturgical seasons, and the Common and Proper 
of Saints. All these are translated into English prose and accompanied by full notes 
on the Latin text, the use of the hymn, and when it is known, its author. It is a book 
both for the scholar and the general reader. (264-02) 


SACRAMENTS AND WORSHIP. Liturgy and Doctrinal Development 
of Baptism, Confirmation, and the Eucharist. Edited with commentary by Paul F. 
Palmer. Longmans, 15s. 1957. 17 cm. 360 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Sources of 
Christian Theology, Vol. 1) 

The first of a series the object of which is to give in English translation a selection of 

texts and documents which form the sources of Catholic theological teaching. This 

particular volume (which was first published in America in 1955) deals with the 
sacraments of Baptism, Confirmation, and the Eucharist. Since English translations 
are so common the editor omits the Bible and concentrates on those documents 
which are less accessible to the general reader. The texts chosen range from the 
second century to the twentieth. This is a very useful reference book. (265) 


THE COMMUNICATION OF THE GOSPEL TO ILLITERATES 
based on a missionary experience in Indonesia. H. R. Weber. Translated from the 
German by Olga Pilpel. 126 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. THE GOSPEL 
AND THE RELIGIONS. A Biblical Enquiry. Walter Freytag. Translated 
from the German by B. S. Cozens. 48 pages. S.C.M. Press, 7s.6d. and 3s. 19$7. 
21-5 : 21 cm. Paper covers. (I.M.C. Research Pamphlets, Nos. 4 and 5) 

The first of these International Missionary Council pamphlets is by a Swiss minister 

of the Reformed Church and formerly a missionary in Indonesia. In the first section 

he describes a missionary encounter with illiterates, and in the second he deals with 
ways of communication and subsequently discusses what are termed ‘first steps’. 

Those who recognise the crucial significance of the problem of illiteracy will find 

valuable material in this study. The relation between Christianity and non-Christian 

faiths has lately been given fresh prominence, partly because of the revival of non- 

Christian religions and their close association with political aspirations. The author 

of the second pamphlet, a professor at Hamburg, secks to set out as clearly as possible 

what, in the light of the Bible, are the issues which arise when non-Christian religions 
are confronted by the claims of the Christian faith. The treatment is unconventional 

and should provide a most useful basis for discussion in study groups. (266) 
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ATHOS: THE HOLY MOUNTAIN. Sydney Loch. Lutterworth Press, 
21s. 19$7. 22°5 cm. 264 pages. Illustrations. Map. Index. 
Most books in English on Mt. Athos have been written by travellers mainly interested 
in the architecture or the artistic treasures of the monasteries. Mr. Loch, who lived 
for many years as a near neighbour and frequently visited Athos, has a more intimate 
understanding of Greek monastic life. He succeeds admirably in portraying the daily 
work and discipline of the monks, the faith and the legends which sustain them, and 
the difficulties they face in the modern world. His book is written with genuine 
sensibility and communicates the author’s warm affection for the people and the 


landscape he describes. (281-9) 


THE BAPTIST HANDBOOK, 1957. Edited and Published under the 
Direction of the Baptist Union of Great Britain and Ireland. Carey Kingsgate 
Press, 178.6d. 1957. 21°5 cm. 372 pages. Illustrations. Indexes. 

The Baptist Handbook gives full information on the Baptist Union, its constitution 

and officers. There are lists of associations and of churches, with details of societies 

and trusts and theological colleges. The Proceedings of the Annual Assembly, 1956, 

are included, and sections on the Baptist Home Work Scheme, and the Baptist Union 

Corporation Ltd. A summary of statistics shows membership figures for the British 

Isles and for the rest of the world. There are also lists of accredited Baptist ministers, 

woman ministers and probationers, lay pastors, evangelists and colporteurs. Notices 

and memoirs of deceased ministers and missionaries are included. (286-142) 


THE LOVES OF KRISHNAIN INDIAN PAINTING AND POETRY. 
W. G. Archer. Allen & Unwin, 30s. 1957. 24 cm. 128 pages. 40 illustrations 
(1 in colour). Bibliography. Index. (Ethical and Religious Classics of East and West) 

A single theme, frequently found in Indian painting, is here described and analysed 

by the Keeper of the Indian Section, Victoria and Albert Museum, London. The 

hero Krishna appears in the 1oth century epic poem Bhagavata Purana as the human 
incarnation of Vishnu, one of the deities of the Hindu trinity of gods. Portrayed 
sometimes as a cow-herd, at other times as a prince, his feats of love and valour were 
celebrated alike in poetry and painting. Mr. Archer narrates the incidents of the 

Krishna story, explaining the meaning of the symbols which occur in the paintings 

and incorporating numerous excerpts from the poems. There are thirty-nine repro- 

ductions, each with commentary, of exquisite paintings from the various regional 
schools of Indian painting. Nobody interested in Indian religion, painting and 
literature should miss this exuberant study. (294°5) 


THE SOCIAL STRUCTURE OF _ ISLAM. Being the Second 
Edition of The Sociology of Islam. Reuben Levy. Cambridge University Press, 50s. 
1957. 22 cm. $44 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

First published in two volumes in the early thirties, this work by a Cambridge 

oriental scholar has now been thoroughly revised and brought up to date. The result 

is an eminently successful account of how Islam, bearing unmistakable marks of its 

Arabian origin, has influenced the social pattern of Muslim societies elsewhere. The 

basic principles of Islam are exhaustively examined and the manner in which Muslims 

throughout history have adapted their way of life to them are investigated. An 
historical introduction is followed by a treatise on the common features of the social 
structure, including chapters on jurisprudence, secular law, morality, government 
and on the status of women and children. A comprehensive bibliography, copious 
footnotes, and maps illustrating the spread of Islamic culture add greatly to the value 
of a work indispensable for students of Islamic history and civilisation. (297) 
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BURNING WATER. Thought and Religion in Ancient Mexico. Laurette 
Séjourné. Translated from the Spanish by Irene Nicholson. Thames & Hudson, 
258. 1957. 22 cm. 206 pages. 22 photographs. 82 drawings by Abel Mendoza. 
Index. (Myth and Man Series) 

A very readable interpretation of the symbolic content of various myths recorded by 

post-Conquest native and Spanish chroniclers concerning the earlier Nahuatl view 

of the nature of matter and the spirit and man’s struggle for the spiritual reward of 
heaven. The interpretations are supported by evidence from Mexican codices and 
from murals, sculptures and pottery which the author, and others, have excavated 
at Teotihuacin. The doctrine of Quetzalcoatl—which underlies Nahuatl religion— 
with its highly developed and poetic view of the spirituality of man should appeal 
to the general reader. (299°74)

GERMAN SOCIOLOGY. Raymond Aron. Translated from the French 
by Mary and Thomas Bottomore. Heinemann, 16s. 1957. 22 cm. 150 pages. 
Bibliography. (Heinemann Books on Sociology) 
German approaches to the study of sociology have differed from those of the western 
countries, and this translation of the 1950 edition of Professor Aron’s La Sociologie 
allemande contemporaine comes at an opportune moment when German sociology 
appears to be entering on new paths. Its importance for the history of ideas in general 
is evident from the various factors which determined its course—the philosophical 
problems and methods of Kant, the historical attitudes of Herder and Hegel, an 
interest in fundamental economic inquiry, and the attempt to come to grips with 
Marxism. Each strand is analysed, its influence weighed, and divergences from English, 
American or French schools assessed. A special chapter is devoted to Max Weber. 
There is no index, but the valuable bibliography, integrated with the text, will be 
appreciated by the specialist student. (301) 


Statistics 
A DICTIONARY OF STATISTICAL TERMS. Prepared for the 
International Statistical Institute with the Assistance of the United Nations 
Educational, Scientific and Cultural Organization. Maurice G. Kendall and 
William R. Buckland. Oliver & Boyd for the International Statistical Institute, 25s. 
1957. 23 cm. $06 pages. 
This dictionary has been compiled in the Research Techniques Unit, of which 
Professor Kendall is director, at the London School of Economics and Political 
Science. It is an invaluable work, the main body of which gives, in one or two lines 
or a short paragraph, definitions of some fifteen hundred English statistical terms in 
current use. This is followed by four comprehensive glossaries, in French, German, 
Italian and Spanish, with the equivalent English terms, compiled with the co-operation 
of M. Eugéne Morice, Professors Hans Kellerer, S. Koller, C. Gini and C. Dieulefait and 
other foreign experts. Statistical workers should keep the volume close athand. (310-3)

THE POPULATION OF JAMAICA. George W. Roberts. Introduction 
by Kingsley Davis. Cambridge University Press, 40s. 1957. 22 cm. 378 pages. Map. 
Graphs. Indexes. 

Mr. Roberts, Vital Statistics Officer in the Development and Welfare Organisation, 

British West Indies, wrote this book under the auspices of the Conservative Founda- 
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tion as the first of a series on the relationship between population and economic 
development. It traces the growth and migration of the population of Jamaica and 
gives statistics of age structure, mortality, racial composition and educational and 
occupational status at various periods from the 19th century. As the first full 
investigation of the subject it will be welcomed by demographers and all who are 
interested in Jamaican affairs, Commonwealth administration or the problems of 
under-developed countries. (312-097292)

ESSAYS ON FREEDOM AND POWER. John Emerich Edward Dalberg 
Acton, First Baron Acton. Selected with a new introduction by Gertrude Himmel- 
farb. Thames & Hudson, 12s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 350 pages. 

Lord Acton died in 1902, appreciated by scholars, but scarcely more than a name to 

the general public. Recent studies have revealed something of the depth of his thought 

as historian and political thinker: but the volumes in which his essays (the only 

printed memorial of his labours) were collected are not now easy to obtain. This 

little volume will do good service if it introduces new readers to the Victorian 

scholar whose views on history, liberty, nationalism, and the like, have so powerful 

a message for the present day. (320°4) 


SOCIALISM AND THE INTELLECTUALS. Kingsley Amis. 
Fabian Society, ts. 1957. 22 cm. 14 pages. Paper covers. (Fabian Society Tracts, 
No. 304) 

This provocative pamphlet by the author of the well-known novel Lucky Jim should 

be studied by anybody interested in the background of contemporary English writing 

and, to a lesser extent, of contemporary English politics. It illustrates, by both precept 
and example, the degree to which political issues have ceased to kindle the imagination 

of an important group of younger writers, and suggests some reasons why. (321-83)

As in previous years the report of the Colonial Research Council deals with certain 

research not covered by the reports of the specialist advisory research committees 

annexed to it. The subjects comprised in the latter are Agriculture, Animal Health 
and Forestry; Economic; Fisheries; Pesticides; Anti-Locust Research and Locust 

Control; Medical; Colonial Products; Road Research; Social Science; and Tsetse 

and Trypanosomiasis research. The final section reports on matters not covered by 

the specialist bodies: Building Research; Falkland Islands Dependencies Survey; 

Geodetic and Topographical Surveys; Geological Surveys; Industrial and Engineering

second part gives details of the nature and development of the Commonwealth; 
the Colombo Plan and the Prime Ministers’ Meetings. Part three supplies notes 
on the constitutional development and present constitutions of those Commonwealth 
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countries for which the Office is responsible. The fourth part is concerned with the 
Commonwealth Relations Office (Oversea Service) Regulations, and the fifth 
contains biographical notes on senior members of the Office. (325°342)

Edited by Robert Strausz-Hupé, 
Alvin J. Cottrell and James E. Dougherty. Atlantic Press, 25s. 1957. 21°5 cm. 
254 pages. Index. 

This study was prepared under the auspices of the Foreign Policy Research Institute 

at the University of Pennsylvania. In it tension is defined as a condition which reflects 

the pursuit of incompatible foreign policy objectives. Five countries have been 
chosen to illustrate how such tensions may arise. India and Indonesia represent neutral 
nations, Japan and the Philippines, the co-operative nations, and a chapter on Egypt 

deals with the tactics of non-co-operation. Unless during the next decade the U.S.A. 

makes progress in winning Asia for the West, it will be too late. Serious studies such 

as the present one contribute to a better understanding of the problems which have 
to be faced. (327°73) 


PARLIAMENT IN INDIA. W. H. Morris-Jones. Longmans, 35s. 1957. 
22-5 cm. 430 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
This important work is a full-scale study of Indian Parliament, based chiefly on 
personal observation of its workings in 1953-4 but drawing on material relating to 
the period since the attainment of independence in 1947. After an introductory 
discussion of the features of Indian political life and an outline of the introduction of 
Parliamentary institutions under British rule, the author discusses the present 
constitution, the organisation of legislative bodies, the parties and elections and the 
background of the members of Parliament. He draws on the debates to show 
the procedure and customary routine of Parliament and in conclusion sums up the 
progress made in the pioneer years of Parliament in India and the ways in which it has 
developed distinctive features. (328-5409)

THEORETICAL WELFARE ECONOMICS. J. de V. Graaff. Cambridge 
University Press, 22s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 188 pages. 18 diagrams. Indexes. 
Beginning with the reminder that theoretical welfare economics proceeds from a 
number of definite assumptions, factual and ethical, which are seldom stated explicitly, 
Dr. Graaff proceeds to clarify the position. He provides a logical statement of the 
necessary conditions for the general optimum of production and exchange and 
considers welfare economics in relation to investment, uncertainty, foreign trade, 
marginal cost and the just price, and social income. The book is intended primarily 
for professional economists and advanced students, but Dr. Graaff has helped the 
non-mathematician by confining most of the mathematical argument to appendices 
following the relevant chapters. (330-1) 
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LAND REFORM AND DEVELOPMENT IN THE MIDDLE 
EAST. A Study of Egypt, Syria and Iraq. Doreen Warriner. Royal Institute of 
International Affairs, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 198 pages. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 

Miss Warriner’s Land and Poverty in the Middle East was published in 1948. The 

present study shows the progress that has been made during the last ten years towards 

dispelling this poverty. In Egypt there has been a political revolution and the 

Agrarian Reform Law has been put into force. In Syria, where agricultural production 

has increased more rapidly than population, mechanisation has been the chief method 

of expansion. Iraq, with plenty of money coming from her oil, has promoted schemes 
for irrigation and for flood control. Miss Warriner goes on to show how far the land 

systems of these countries are or were obstacles to economic development. (333-0956) 


‘NO FINE ON FUN’. The Comical History of the Entertainments 
Duty. A. P. Herbert. Methuen, 15s. 1957. 19 cm. 200 pages. 
The Entertainments Duty was first instituted in England in 1916 as a ‘temporary’ 
tax to be abolished as soon as the First World War was over, but it survives to this 
day. Sir Alan Herbert, author, dramatist and for some years a Member of Parliament 
himself, has striven ceaselessly for freedom from tax, particularly for the theatres. 
His account, carefully documented, includes in its statement the tax levied on all 
forms of amusement—music, films, sport, cinema, etc.—with the varying rates of 
duty on each. (336-278) 


COAL-MINING ECONOMICS: Organization and Management. John 
Sinclair. Pitman, 45s. 1957. 22 cm. 344 pages. 36 illustrations. Index. 
This work is a convenient introduction for students preparing for diploma examina- 
tions in mining, or intending to proceed later to more advanced reading in mining 
administration. It touches briefly on many aspects of the British coal-mining industry, 
including its history and organisation, the organisation of the individual colliery, 
management techniques (including motion and time study, quality control, statistical 
methods and joint consultation), wages and conciliation, trade unionism, finance, 
valuation, supplies, workshops, marketing and transport. The author, who is 
Professor of Mining at University College, Cardiff, writes from practical experience 
as a former managing director of a Lancashire colliery. (338-27)

JURISPRUDENCE. R. W. M. Dias and G. B. J. Hughes. Butterworth, 42s.

Replacing the earlier Hughes on Jurisprudence (1955), and claimed to be an entirely 
new work based on a different plan, this authoritative work should become a standard 
textbook for students. The first part deals with sources of law, such as custom, 
precedent and legislation, statutory interpretation and equity; the second part, on 
concepts of the law, covers conduct, duties and rules, rights, persons, possession, and 
ownership. The third part, on concept of law, deals with different approaches to law, 
and natural law, analytical positivism, the historical, sociological and economic 
approaches, the pure theory and modern realism are discussed. The authors are 
lecturers in law in the Universities of Cambridge and Hull, respectively. (340)

The authors of this well-produced reference book for medical practitioners, senior 

students, lawyers and police officials are respectively Reader and Lecturer in Forensic 








Medicine, London University. A concise, practical work, it gives the essentials of the 
law and indicates what information and opinions are expected of the doctor, and also 
what his position is when he is suddenly threatened with or involved in legal 
proceedings. Encyclopaedic in arrangement to facilitate quick reference, the 
volume is divided into three parts, forensic medicine, toxicology and appendices 
concerned mainly with legal procedure. Well represented are topical subjects, such 
as road accidents, alcoholism, deaths associated with therapeutic procedures, and the 
criminal responsibility of the insane. — contribute chapters on anaesthetics 
and respiratory physiology, anatomy and embryology, dental anatomy and pathology, 
drowning, the treatment of mental patients and medical illustration. (340-6) 


INTRODUCTION TO THE LAW OF SCOTLAND. W. M. Gloag 
and R. Candlish Henderson.

A new edition of the standard treatise on Scots law, last published in 1952. In the 

new edition, considerable change has been necessary in the chapter on leases, and the 

volume generally has been brought up to date. All branches of Scots law are covered 
in its forty-nine chapters. Of the editors, Professor Gibb is Regius Professor of Law 

in the University of Glasgow. (347) 


LEGAL AID UNDER THE LEGAL AID AND ADVICE ACT, 
1949. Prepared by the Law Society. [and edition]. H.M. Stationery Office, 7s.6d.

The Legal Aid and Advice Act, 1949, made fundamental changes in arrangements 

for legal aid and legal advice for persons of small or moderate means in England and 

Wales. Under the Act, the cost of such facilities are defrayed wholly or partly from 

public funds, depending on the individual’s means. Since the first edition, there have 

been certain amendments to both the Legal Aid (General) Regulations, 1950, and 
the Legal Aid Scheme, 1950, although the Act itself remains unchanged. After the 
text of the Act, are given several sets of regulations, forms, and rules applicable, and 

notes for the guidance of area and local committees. (347) 


SELECTED PAPERS 1922-1954. The Rt. Hon. Lord Cooper of Culross, 
Oliver & Boyd, 25s.

The late Lord Cooper was Lord Justice-General of Scotland and Lord President of 

the Court of Session from 1947 until 1954.

COMPANIES: LAW AND PRACTICE. S. W. Magnus and Maurice

First published in 1948, this work has been so extended in scope that it now constitutes 
a guide to the whole range of law and practice affecting British companies. Roughly 
half the book is devoted to the principal statute, the Companies Act, 1948, set out 
section by section, each followed by extensive notes. Twelve appendices include 
tables of statutory repeals and replacements, specimen forms of accounts, names of 
companies and businesses, miscellaneous statutes and rules and orders affecting com- 
panies, companies winding-up and companies’ forms, borrowing and capital issues, 
capital and stamp duties, income tax and other tax provisions, a table of penalties, 
points of company and secretarial practice, and Stock Exchange requirements. The 
book is written primarily for the company secretary. (347-7)

ADMINISTRATIVE ORGANIZATION. A Comparative Study of the 
Organization of Public Administration. Poul Meyer. Stevens & Sons, 45s. 1957.

This work attempts to establish a scientific basis for the study of the types of organisa- 

tion used in public administration. The author, who is a Danish lawyer and civil 

servant, has drawn on his experience of the administrative organisations of Britain, 

France, Germany, the Scandinavian countries and the U.S.A. as a basis for comparative 

studies of the various forms of their administrative structure. Part one deals with 

administrative science generally; part two is on the administrative division of work; 
the third part on administrative authority, such as political leadership; the next part 
on the administrative hierarchy and part five is on the various forms of administrative

Th’. book, by the Professor of Government in Cornell University, is a revised version 
of six lectures which he gave in 1956 on the Charles R. Walgreen Foundation at the 
University of Chicago. It is a straightforward, authoritative work describing, for 
students and others, the powers, limits and history of the Presidency, its changing 
role in modern times, and the individual performances of Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
Harry S. Truman and Dwight D. Eisenhower. There are two useful appendices: 
the passages from the Constitution which touch directly upon the Presidency and a 
list of presidents, with their age at inauguration and their politics, from 1789. (353-03)

THE DELINQUENT CHILD AND THE COMMUNITY. 
Donald Ford. Constable, 24s. 1957. 22 cm. 216 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

A Juvenile Court Magistrate and former Chairman of the Children’s Committee of 
the London County Council, the author tells a very human and absorbing story of a 
social problem which, prominent in many countries after the war, reached a peak 
about 1951, and, though it has since declined somewhat, is still of serious concern. 
Mr. Ford begins by relating actual cases appearing before the Courts, and goes on 
to explain types of delinquency and the working of probation and corrective 
institutions. He describes the work of probation officers and youth clubs. This book, 
which follows his The Deprived Child and the Community, is inspired by sympathy, 
commonsense and optimism. It should appeal to all social workers and those concerned 
with youth.

SCOUTING FOR BOYS. A facsimile edition of the original parts. B.-P.

The Scout movement has profoundly influenced educational developments all over 

the world, and the original fortnightly parts of Scouting for Boys: A Handbook for 

Instruction in Good Citizenship are now historic documents marking the beginning of 

this great movement, now fifty years old. It is remarkable that Scouting has changed 

so little and has maintained its appeal to boys. It seems to flourish best when following 
closely the pattern laid down by its founder. All connected with the Scout movement 
and youth work will derive new inspiration from this book, and will be able to

EDUCATION: An Introductory Survey. W. O. Lester Smith. Penguin

Appropriately, the title page of this book describes it as being ‘An outline for the 
general reader with special reference to fundamental issues in education today’. The 
author has spent nearly half a century in education, mainly in administration: he was 
Chief Education Officer for Manchester from 1931 to 1949. While he naturally draws 
upon British education for his illustrations, he here deals broadly with educational 
problems of world-wide interest—the philosophies behind education, the influence 
of home and the community, the place of education in an industrial society, 
administration and finance, and the teaching profession. He quotes liberally from his 
wide reading and ends with a useful bibliography. (370) 


EDUCATIONAL PSYCHOLOGY. The Study of Educational Growth: 
J. M. Stephens. Revised edition. Constable, 45s. 1957. 24 cm. 734 pages. Diagrams. 
Bibliography. Index. 

In this edition, almost all the original chapters have been re-written to bring them 

into line with most recent research; and a student’s workbook and an instructor’s 

manual have been incorporated into the work. A study of educational development, 
the forces which affect it and the means of facilitating it, it embodies the results of 
much of the intensive and detailed research into psychological problems of education. 

It is an encyclopaedia on the subject and deals with an immense range of topics, 

including physical development; mental age and intelligence; measurement of 
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achievement; effects of slecp, television, summer vacations, change of environment; 
comparison of the parent-offspring and parent-foster child; and the child’s fears and 
worries.

This is the result of a research exercise to which British sociology and the London 

School of Economics have attached some importance. Enquiring into the effects of 

a highly democratic system of education upon traditional social structure, it provides 

an example of the process of building social doctrine upon, and correcting it by, an 

examination of what actually happens to real people in specific places. Necessarily 
the report is pedestrian and parochial. However, to the sociologist, and the educational 
theorist and administrator, the method, and the conclusions that might be drawn from

This Directory provides a list of personnel and departmental details of the Ministry

Information is also given on secondary 
grammar and modern schools; training colleges; art, arts and cate, music, trade and 
technical institutions and polytechnics; universities and colleges; institutions for the 
blind and other handicapped students; Home Office children’s department; special 
and approved schools; county and rural libraries; Commonwealth education depart- 
ments; and education societies. There is a long survey of educational services in 1956, and

HYGIENE AND HEALTH EDUCATION FOR’ TRAINING 
COLLEGES. M. B. Davies. 7th edition. Longmans, 14s.6d. 1957. 19 cm.

This textbook for the teacher in training contains much to interest the experienced 

teacher also. It views health education from the personal and social aspects. Starting 

from the rudiments of anatomy and physiology, it relates these basic principles to the 
promotion of physical and mental health in school children, for example, by means 
of school feeding, dental hygiene and child guidance, and, also, to the diseases likely 
to be encountered among them. It indicates how handicapped children can be helped 
in normal classes and what special educational provision is made for them. The 
chapters on nutrients, milk, attitude to health, and infectious diseases are among those 
revised.

The King’s School of the Cathedral Church of Canterbury was established by 
Henry VIII, though it inherited traditions dating from the time when Canterbury 
was a centre of Anglo-Saxon learning: the School prides itself on maintaining the 
longest tradition of education in England. The author of this book, a former Scholar 
and Governor of the School, tells its story through the centuries. While some of his 
material is of special interest to those closely associated with Canterbury, his 
description of this great school, and his observations on its place in present-day 
education, should interest educators generally. (373-42) 


DIAGNOSIS AND REMEDIAL TEACHING IN ARITHMETIC. 
Fred. J. Schonell and F. Eleanor Schonell. Oliver & Boyd, 12s.6d. 1957. 22 cm.

The Schonells, singly and in collaboration, have produced for the teacher of basic 

subjects at the primary level a number of books of outstanding value, enunciating 

sound general principles and translating them into the day-to-day idiom of the 
class-room. The present book, a revised version of the earlier Diagnosis of Individual 

Difficulties in Arithmetic, lists the possible causes of failure to appreciate and operate 

the fundamental arithmetical processes, gives a carefully graded series of diagnostic 

tests, explains their interpretation and propounds practical class-room remedial 
measures. Many books on educational theory ignore the ultimate teacher-pupil 
relationship; this book is invaluable, not only for its contribution to theory, but bor 

its substantial assistance to the ordinary teacher in the ordinary school. —_ (375-511) 


TEACHING ASTRONOMY IN SCHOOLS. Ernest Agar Beet. 
Cambridge University Press, 7s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 84 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams.

In this excellent little book Mr. Beet gives authoritative advice on the teaching of 

elementary astronomy as part of another subject, such as geography or mathematics. 

He considers the case against, and the case for, teaching astronomy, and discusses 

whether it should be taught in or out of school and at what stage in the curriculum. 

Some useful syllabuses are provided, and the problems of practical work both in the 

classroom and out of doors are dealt with.

In this volume, the late Bishop of Peterborough reviews educational movements in 
thought and practice during the eleven years that have passed since the 1944 Education 
Act became law. He stresses the need for settled convictions about the nature of man 
and the purpose of human life before considering educational aims. He is specially 
concerned to enquire how, within the existing framework of law and administration, 
as determined by the 1944 Act and later measures, the cause of Christian education 
can be effectively served. The syllabuses and teaching methods at various stages are 
surveyed and reference is made to the particular responsibilities of the Church of 
England. This work, based on detailed knowledge and wide experience, merits the 
attention of all educationists on account both of its wisdom and its lucidity. (377-8)

Details are given of the scientific, technological 
and agricultural education and training offered by the universities, university colleges, 
major technical colleges and other institutions for higher education in science and 
technology. Information is included about courses at colleges of art which may lead 
to careers in industry. Organised schemes of training provided by industrial firms 
and associations are described, and details of the various bodies concerned with the

THE PIONEER STAMPS OF THE BRITISH EMPIRE. Bertram W. H.

The book covers the first quarter-century of stamp production in the Empire starting 
with Great Britain, extending thence to the first issues of thirty-six colonies. It deals 
with the cause of their issue, the methods of manufacture and the dates they were 
placed on sale. It concentrates in a single volume the main features of the classic 
period of stamps throughout the Empire, and this in a very readable form, thus 
appealing both to the advanced and to the general collector. The plates add distinction 
to this very useful book.

PASSENGER LINERS OF THE WESTERN OCEAN. A Record 
of the North Atlantic Steam and Motor Passenger Vessels from 1838 to the 
present day.

This authoritative and valuable reference-history of the lines and principal ships 
which have operated on the North Atlantic route for upwards of a century was first 
published in 1952. The new edition is completely revised and includes some fresh 
details concerning the period before 1870. New appendices include one devoted to 
the New York Sailing Packets built between 1835 and 1850 which, to a limited extent, 
competed with the steamships of their time. Interesting illustrations include the 
Swedish-American Gripsholm, which is due to make her maiden voyage this year.

SCIENCE AND HUMAN LIFE. Successes and Limitations. J. A. V. 
Butler. Pergamon Press, 15s. 1957. 22 cm. 162 pages. Bibliography. 
Professor Butler is well known to scientists as an authority on certain branches of 
physical chemistry, but his interests are wide and he has already achieved success in 
the popularisation of science. His new book is not so much a simple exposition of 
science—though his explanations of important scientific topics (in the first part of the 
book) are simple enough—as the reflections of a mature scientific mind on the 
relations of science with religion, philosophy, ethics, imagination and other aspects 
of human life.

GENERAL PHYSICS AND SOUND to Advanced Scholarship Level. D. H. 
Fender. English Universities Press, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 428 pages. Diagrams. Index. 
(Physical Science Texts) 
The book is intended for upper forms at school and the first year at the university. 
In addition to sound, the greater part of the book deals with subjects normally 
encompassed by mechanics, such as rotational and harmonic motion; machines, 
friction and impact; gravitation, etc. The text is very clearly written and there are 
numerous diagrams and examination questions (with answers). A commendable 
feature of the book is constant reference to examples from daily life, which is bound 
to sustain the interest of the student. (530) 


RECTIFYING SEMI-CONDUCTOR CONTACTS. H. K. Henisch. 
Oxford University Press, 70s. 1957. 23°5 cm. 384 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. 
Indexes. (International Series of Monographs on Physics) 

Intended mainly for physicists, this is a specialised study of rectifying contacts between 

metals and semi-conductors. It describes the principal characteristics of practical 

rectifier systems including their capacitive behaviour, develops idealised models of 
of metal-semi-conductor interfaces and considers their theoretical consequences in 
terms of voltage-current relations and photo-electric response. Two chapters are 

devoted to specialised measurements on injecting and non-injecting contacts and to a 

critical examination of the various models now available. The factors controlling 

rectification efficiency are discussed and detailed descriptions given of experimental 
methods of investigating contact properties. There is some mathematical content to 
the work, which is an outstanding contribution to the subject. (537°22)

VAPOUR PHASE CHROMATOGRAPHY. Proceedings of the 
Symposium sponsored by the Hydrocarbon Research Group of the Institute of 
Petroleum held at the Institution of Electrical Engineers, London, on 30th May to 
ist June, 1956. Edited by D. H. Desty assisted by C. L. A. Harbourn. Butterworth, 
70s. 1957. 25 cm. 452 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. 

Thirty-six papers and the subsequent discussions are presented here. The papers are 

arranged in several sections dealing with the different major aspects of this important 

new technique. Both theoretical and experimental aspects are dealt with and, while 
some applications are described in the last section, the emphasis is strongly on the 
nature of the technique itself, and considerable space is devoted to the choice of 
absorbents, solvent and carrier gases and especially of detectors. There is some un- 
evenness in standard and approach between the contributions and a good deal of 
overlap and duplication which is not easily avoided in a publication of this type. 

This is, in effect, often helpful in the present instance. The book should be of consider- 

able interest to analytical, research and technical chemists. (545°8) 


PHYSICAL PROPERTIES OF CRYSTALS: Their Representation by 
Tensors and Matrices. J. F. Nye. Oxford University Press, 50s. 1957. 23°5 cm. 
338 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Indexes. 

This work is an outcome of the author’s experience in presenting the mathematical 

basis of crystal physics, as expressed in tensor rotations, to undergraduates specialising 
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in mineralogy and crystallography. Although it is claimed to be well within the 
grasp of second year honours students of physics, the book is likely to make its 
greatest appeal at postgraduate level. The preliminary chapters constitute an un- 
usually comprehensive introduction to tensor rotation which could be read with 
benefit by research workers in other fields. The use of the M.K.S. system of units is 
justified but unlikely to meet with universal approval. (548-8)

OUR WANDERING CONTINENTS. An Hypothesis of Continental 
Drifting. Alex. L. Du Toit. Reprint. Oliver & Boyd, 30s. 1957. 23 cm. 380 pages. 
48 diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

Continental drift is the hypothesis which explains the present distribution of the 

continents as the result of the breaking up of a great land mass in the later Mesozoic 

and the subsequent drifting apart of the fragments. One argument advanced in its 
support is the allegedly close similarities between the tectonics and stratigraphy of 

South America and South Africa, a subject which the author had particularly studied. 

Dr. Du Toit’s closely argued book was recognised on its first appearance in 1937 as a 

weighty statement of the geological case for the hypothesis. As the controversy still 

continues, this re-issue will be in demand, not least for its survey of the earlier 

literature.

Bibliography. Index. 

Sir Charles Harington was Chairman of this discussion on the biophysics and bio- 

chemistry of viruses, in which thirty-four distinguished virologists from the British 

Commonwealth, Europe and the United States participated. The meeting gave an 

opportunity for the exchange of views regarding physiochemical and biological 

aspects of virus research, which are here reported in full, documented and illustrated. 

The seventeen papers ranged over such academic problems as structure, virus growth 

and multiplication, studies of mixed infections with influenza virus, the use of radio- 

active influenza virus to determine the fate of the infecting particle on entry into the 

host cell and phage-bacterial wall interaction. (576-6)

PROGRESS IN THE PHYSIOLOGY OF FARM ANIMALS. Vol. 3. 
Edited by John Hammond. Butterworth, 50s. 1957. 25 cm. 338 pages. Illustrations.

This is the last of a series of three volumes edited by John Hammond of international 

fame in the field of animal physiology. The aim of the series is to bring together the 

results of studies in applied animal physiology carried out during the last twenty years 
or so. Volume 1 dealt with nutrition, metabolism, and environment; Volume 2 with 
growth, behaviour, locomotion and reproduction; Volume 3 continues the discussion 
on reproduction, deals with milk production and has an index covering all three 
volumes. All the chapters are written by acknowledged experts in their subjects. The 
books are intended particularly for food producing veterinarians, and those concerned 
with veterinary duties in tropical and subtropical regions. (sort)

KING SOLOMON’S RING. New Light on Animal Ways. Konrad Z. 
Lorenz. Translated from the German by Marjorie Kerr Wilson. Reprint. Pan Books, 
2s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 222 pages. Drawings by the author. Index. 

In this fascinating account (first published in 1952) of his experiences in the study of 

animals, Dr. Lorenz shows a profound grasp of the springs of animal behaviour, and 

he compels many reorientations of ideas by the reader about keeping animals. His 
views on how to assess the welfare of pets are invaluable, but most illuminating of all 

are the two sections on the behaviour of dogs and on the social organisation of a 

jackdaw colony. The style is lively, the humour keen, and the drawings apposite. 

Dr. Lorenz teaches a new way of appreciating animals, objective and unsentimental, 

but profoundly sympathetic and enthusiastic. (sox-s) 


VANISHED CONTINENT. An Italian Expedition to the Comoro Islands. 
Franco Prosperi. Translated from the Italian by David Moore. Hutchinson, 21s. 
1957. 22 cm. 232 pages. Frontispiece in colour. 33 pages of illustrations (1 in colour). 
Map. Index. 

This is at once a well told, fascinating story of enterprise and adventurous research, 

and a noteworthy addition to the literature on the Comoro Islands. The archipelago 

was the centre of the expedition’s researches, on land and under water, into the 
relations between the zoology and the distribution of land in the past. The land fauna 
includes lemurs, chameleons, and giant tortoises, and in the sea are creatures such as 
sharks, giant jelly-fish, orcs, ‘the most bloodthirsty and predatory of all marine 

creatures’, and the ‘fossil’ coelacanth. The general account of the Comoros gives a 

vivid impression of these volcanic islands and atolls and of their population blended 

of many races, but with Arab culture well established. This is a lively, informative, 

and human book, with excellent illustrations. (591-9694) 


THE WATER RELATIONS OF TERRESTRIAL ARTHROPODS. 
E. B. Edney. Cambridge University Press, 15s. 1957. 22 cm. 116 pages. 32 diagrams. 
Bibliography. Index. (Cambridge Monographs in Experimental Biology, 5) 

Dr. Edney has lately taken the chair of zoology in the University College of Rhodesia 

and Nyasaland. His more recent research carried out in England before he left for 

Africa explored minutely the relation of terrestrial isopods to external climatic factors; 

thus he is exceptionally competent to summarise a field of physiological research— 

the maintenance of water balance in the tissues of arthropods and especially its media- 
tion via the cuticle——which Cambridge zoologists have made particularly their own. 

It is most valuable to students to have this summary of a subject the literature of which 

is otherwise widely scattered. (595-3) 


THE BIRDS OF THE LONDON AREA SINCE 1900. By a 
Committee of the London Natural History Society. Collins, 30s. 22-5 cm. 316 pages. 
40 photographs. Diagrams. 6 maps. Bibliography. Index. (New Naturalist Special 
Volumes, No. 14) 

The London area is characterised from a natural history point of view by being 

highly aberrant (it is becoming a wen of undreamed-of proportions) and by having 

a higher density of ornithologists than any other comparable area in the world. It was 

determined geographically about 1908 as a circle twenty miles in radius from St. Paul’s 

Cathedral. The present work documents the changes that have taken place in the 

composition of the bird fauna since the beginning of the century. The first third of the 

book deals under subject headings with the special characteristics of London as a 

biological environment; the remainder contains a systematic account of each species.

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THE ELEPHANT SEAL (Mirounga leonina Linn.). Ill. The Physiology of 
Reproduction. R. M. Laws. H.M. Stationery Office for the Colonial Office, 273.6. 
1957. 30 cm. 68 pages. Photographs. Diagrams. Bibliography. Paper covers, 
(Falkland Islands Dependencies Survey. Scientific Reports No. 15) 

Dr. Laws has already produced two volumes (in this same series of reports) upon the 

biology of the commercially important Elephant Seal. The method which he has 

previously described of ageing these animals by examining the growth rings of the 
canine teeth has made it possible to give a far more comprehensive account of repro- 
ductive physiology and effort during the seal’s lifetime than would otherwise have 
been possible. Such information about vital statistics is essential for estimating the 
intensity with which a species like this can be ‘cropped’. If only comparable data had 
been available, it might have been possible to prevent the near-extinction of many 
of the whales.

HEALTH EDUCATION. A Handbook of Suggestions for the Consideration 
of Teachers and Others concerned in the Health and Education of Children and 
Young People. [Revised edition.] H.M. Stationery Office, 4s. 1957. 21 cm. 192 pages. 
Index. Paper covers. (Ministry of Education Pamphlet No. 31) 

Although the aims and activities of the National Health Service and School Medical 

Service are considered in this pamphlet, it may well serve as a textbook of health 

education for those concerned with the well-being of the young in other countries 

besides the United Kingdom. The first part elucidates general principles, traces 
historical developments down to present-day state provision for positive health, then 
follows the course of health education from early childhood to parenthood, and 
finally discusses the training of teachers. The second part provides material for 
teachers, what they need to know of hygiene for their own personal use, for the main- 
tenance of health in class, and for the children’s instruction. (614) 


A THERAPEUTIC INDEX. C. M. Miller and B. K. Ellenbogen. 2nd 
edition. Bailliére, 12s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 168 pages. 


The Index gives guidance to practitioners, medical registrars and house physicians in 
the treatment of the commoner medical conditions. Two years after its first publica- 
tion, the authors have made changes in the text to conform with the National 
Formulary, 1955, and to take cognisance of recent treatments, most important of 
these being cortisone and corticotrophin. They have introduced five new sections, 
and drastically revised eleven others. (616-03) 


DOCTORS IN THE AIR. Robert Maycock. Allen & Unwin, 15s. 1957. 
22 cm. 146 pages. 17 illustrations. Index. 


Wing-Commander Maycock qualified as a pilot while serving in the medical branch 
of the Royal Air Force during World War II, and he gives here the first account of 
aviation medicine in war. After an interesting survey of man’s aeronautical ventures 
from earliest times, he describes in non-technical language the research made by flying 
doctors in problems of speed, height, heat, cold, violent acceleration and deceleration, 
fatigue va noise, and the practical application of preventive rather than curative 
means. Not only is the book a fascinating record of the growth of this specialised 
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science, it is also a tribute to the devotion and bravery of doctors who risked their lives 
and sometimes sacrificed themselves in seeking safety for others. (616-98) 


PYE’S SURGICAL HANDICRAFT. A Manual of Surgical Principles, 
Minor Surgery, and other matters connected with the work of Surgical Dressers, 
House Surgeons and Practitioners. Edited by Hamilton Bailey. 17th edition. Wright 
(Bristol), $28. 1956. 22-5 cm. 816 pages. 860 illustrations (some in colour). Index. 

Under successive editors Pye’s classic has been trusted by generations of young 

surgeons, whose needs at the present time Mr. Hamilton Bailey and his fifty-two 

specialist authors have in this edition successfully striven to serve. An important feature 
of the work, specially commending it to those whose mother tongue is not English, 
is the many clear and exact illustrations used to augment descriptions of techniques. 

The textbook describes pre- and postoperative management, diagnostic and operative 

procedures for which the house surgeon is responsible, and also his own work in 

relation to that of other departments. To ensure an understanding of specialist fields, 
the authors elucidate the biochemical, physiological and pathological bases of treat- 
ment. There are also practical chapters on such subjects as medico-legal reports and 

assessment of incapacity. (617) 


TREVES’ STUDENT’S HANDBOOK OF SURGICAL OPERA- 
TIONS. roth edition revised by Sir Cecil Wakeley. Cassell, 21s. 1957. 19 cm. 
606 pages. 272 illustrations. Index. 

The Director of Surgical Studies, King’s College Hospital Medical School, London, 

has, after a five years’ interval, extensively revised and brought up to date the text 

of Treves’ work, so that it can once again serve as a reliable, quick reference book and 
revision handbook for undergraduate students, postgraduates specialising in surgery 
and less experienced surgeons. A new final chapter on ligatures and sutures has been 
added and several new sections have been introduced, for example, on the salivary 
glands, pycloplasty, suprapubic cystostomy, hernia, hydrocele and spermatocele, 
haemorrhoids, thoracic surgery and varicose veins. (617) 


PRACTICAL CHIROPODY. E. G. V. Runting. oth edition revised by 
J. N. le Rossignol. Faber, 12s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 168 pages. Diagrams. Index. 
Although a slim volume compared with the full textbook of chiropody, this is a 
competent and practical manual for the chiropodist and nurse needing reassurance 
or guidance regarding techniques or therapeutic preparations. This edition, revised 
by the Lecturer in Materia Medica and Therapeutics, London Foot Hospital, like its 
predecessor, deals briefly with the common disorders, gives instructions for treatment, 
the art of applying pads and plasters, the uses of medicaments and the care of instru- 
ments.

OPHTHALMIC NURSING. P. Garland. 3rd edition. Faber, 12s.6d. 1956. 
21 cm. 166 pages. Photographs. Diagrams. Index. 
The Sister in Charge of the Ophthalmic Department, St. Thomas’s Hospital, London, 
has introduced only minor amendments in the third edition of her textbook for student 
nurses and nurses in general hospitals. It covers the examination of the eyes, common 
procedures and treatments, and in the chapters on surgical nursing, after briefly 
describing the aim and technique, gives full details of pre- and postoperative nursing 
care. There are also notes on ophthalmic theatre work and useful illustrations of 
instruments and nursing methods. (617-7) 
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THE INFANTILE CEREBRAL PALSIES. Eirene Collis, W. R. FE 
Collis, William Dunham, L. T. Hilliard, David Lawson. Heinemann, 15s. 1956, 
22 cm. 112 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. Index. 

In his foreword, Sir Francis Walshe emphasises the prime importance of an under- 

standing of basic neurophysiological principles in training spastic children. The 

authors, drawing upon their experience of the unit at St. Mary’s Hospital for 

Children, Carshalton, show themselves well aware of this in their full exposition of 

diagnostic problems of motor defect and mental disability in the various forms of cere- 

bral palsy. They give full descriptions of the clinical entities, with typical case histories, 
and of the management of the child at various stages, set out in the form in which 
advice was given to the mother, whose co-operation is considered essential to success- 
ful treatment. A final chapter offers guidance to those engaged in the organisation of 
cerebral palsy services. This practical monograph should be carefully studied by the 
staff of cerebral palsy units and by parents. (618-9)

THE GENERAL THEORY OF ELECTRICAL MACHINES. 
Bernard Adkins. Chapman & Hall, 45s. 1957. 22 cm. 246 pages. Diagrams. Biblio- 
graphy.

This book presents in a clear, logical manner a method for analysing the performance 

of rotating electrical machines under all conditions of operation. Starting with an 

idealised machine, the author develops the method, using simple mathematics, 

Matrices are introduced and applied to the interconnection of machines. The book, 

which is based on the works of Park and Kron, provides an excellent introduction to 

the advanced technical literature of recent years for students and teachers and for 

engineers dealing with machine performance and stability. (621-313) 


THE HISTORY OF ELECTRIC WIRING. John Mellanby. Macdonald, 
32s.6d.

The title of this historical account of installation work should not be interpreted too 
narrowly as it covers cables, conduits, switches, plugs, sockets and protective gear, 
and the initial chapters, which trace the development of the electrical supply industry 
from 1870, provide many interesting sidelights on the careers and characters of the 
early inventors and manufacturers. The author, who has many years’ experience of 
electrical installation work, has gone to original sources for most of his material, and 
the book should be of considerable value to students and electrical engineers, as well 
as to those who are interested in the technological history of Britain. (621-319) 


FOUNDATIONS OF WIRELESS. M. G. Scroggie. 6th edition. Iliffe 
for ‘Wireless World’, 12s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 350 pages. Diagrams. Index. 
[wo complete revisions of this book have been undertaken since it first appeared in 
1936. The fifth edition in 1951 was completely rewritten and therefore only minor 
modifications have been made in the present edition. There is, however, an additional 
chapter dealing with the theory of semiconductor devices and the use of transistors 
as circuit elements. The book is now firmly established as the classic introduction to 
the principles of radio for those without previous technical knowledge and to whom 
the intricacies of mathematics are a closed book. Nevertheless, it is not just a practical 
man’s manual; a serious attempt is made to explain the fundamental theory by use of 
homely analogies and a lucid and frequently humorous style. The author has un- 
doubtedly succeeded in his design. (621-384) 
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AMPLIFIERS: DESIGN AND CONSTRUCTION. Edited by F. j 4 
Camm. Newnes, 17s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 280 pages. 166 illustrations. Index. 
A practical textbook on the design and construction of amplifiers has long been needed 
and the present work will be welcomed by all amateur enthusiasts. The theoretical 
aspects of amplifier design are explained briefly but clearly, and practical construc- 
tional details are then given for a variety of radio and audio frequency amplifiers. 
Much of the material is based on articles published in Practical Wireless, and all the 
designs have been tested in that journal’s laboratory. (621-3843) 


TELEVISION RECEIVING EQUIPMENT. W. T. Cocking. 4th edition. 
Iliffe for ‘Wireless World’, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 464 pages. Diagrams. Index. 
In this considerably enlarged edition only two chapters remain little altered and those 
in the third edition on Faults and Servicing have now been omitted as being insufficient 
to do justice to the subject and no longer necessary in view of other literature. 
Readability is achieved by relegating the essential mathematical portions to a series 
of appendices, and reference is facilitated by the provision of a good index. Since the 
last edition, broadcasting on Band III has begun in the United Kingdom. Problems 
peculiar to this band are now discussed, as are the increasing difficulties due to inter- 
ference. The book can be strongly recommended particularly as a textbook for 
designers.

No-one is better qualified than Lord Templewood to write about the early days of 
the Royal Air Force and civil aviation, for between 1922 and 1929, the most critical 
years for these services, he was for three periods Secretary of State for Air. He tells 
of the struggle for the independence of the R.A.F. and of its growth into a significant 
Force, paying fitting tribute to the Chief of the Air Force of that time, Lord 
Trenchard, who has often been described as the ‘father’ of the Royal Air Force. 
He gives interesting accounts of the formation of the Auxiliaries and the Light Aero- 
plane Clubs whose pilots were to play such a notable part in the Second World War, 
and tells, too, the story of some of his pioneer flights to India and the Middle East 
which paved the way for the civil air lines of today. (629-109)

Although designed principally for the amateur fruit grower, this attractive book 
should also appeal to the horticultural student and the commercial grower. It is a 
detailed study of all aspects of producing the famous Cox’s apple, covering suitable 
sites, soils and fertilisers, the establishment of orchards and treatment of individual 
trees to bring them to peak production, and general welfare of the crop.

He writes in a practical manner and keeps technical descriptions to a 
minimum, describing first the nature and cause of the disease, and the life-cycle of 
flukes, part of which is spent in the Lymnaea Truncatula species of snail. He then 
describes typical sites in Britain where the snails are found, and gives a summary and 
analysis of a series of observations on their occurrence.

AGEING AND WEATHERING OF RUBBER. J. M. Buist. Heffer

A comprehensive review of the ageing of rubber, its assessment and control. In the 
absence of a satisfactory ageing theory, a critical discussion of the available empirical 
results is included, with extensive references to the published literature. The book can 
be read by those without advanced technical qualifications. After a chapter on the 
oxidation of olefines and unvulcanised rubber, the main types of ageing of vulcanised 
rubber are described. Accelerated ageing tests are discussed, with the necessary pre- 
cautions and proposed improvements. Finally, commercial antioxidants are reviewed, 
and a world list provided of those available. (678)

Sir Herbert Read’s study of the sociology of art first appeared in 1936. The wide 
range of insight displayed in discussing Prehistoric, African, Indian and Far-Eastern art, 
as well as that of Europe, gives the book a breadth of vision which both informs and 
stimulates the non-specialist art lover. Parallels are drawn from philosophy, dialectics, 
psychology and religion in developing the general thesis that art expresses the activity 
of man as a social being. The text is not too difficult for senior school students and is 
well suited to intelligent layfolk who may fight shy of Sir Herbert Read’s more 
recent and abstruse books on the nature and philosophy of art. (700)

One hundred outstanding examples of Islamic decorative art—chosen mostly from 
ceramics and textiles—are reproduced here in colour, with a description on the facin, 

page. The period covered is from the 1oth to the 18th century and includes er 
from many countries—Mesopotamia, Syria, Turkey, Persia, Egypt, North Africa, 
Spain and Sicily. Mr. Pinder-Wilson, Assistant Keeper in the Department of Oriental 
Antiquities, British Museum, London, gives a straightforward account of the character 
and typical motifs of Islamic ornament, followed by a chronological survey of the 
principal phases and dynasties of Islamic civilisation. This volume will give much 
visual pleasure, as well as providing a repertoire of examples for serious students; the 
quality of the colour reproduction is excellent. (709-53)

FORM IN CIVILIZATION. Collected papers on Art and Labour. 
2nd edition. W. R. Lethaby. Oxford University Press, 128.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 212 pages. 
The late Professor Lethaby, the centenary of whose birth falls this year, was a minor 
architect, but a major teacher of architecture. At a particularly inept period in our 
artistic history, when the Arts and Crafts movement had degenerated into mock 
medievalism and architecture was a matter of historic imitation and fashionable 
mannerisms, Lethaby consistently and trenchantly pleaded the commonsense ideals 
of simplicity and quality, of efficiency in design and craftsmanship, of art as an 
essential part of life. This collection of his papers was first published in 1922 and 
much that they contain is as valid today as in his life-time. The distinguished American 
architectural critic, Lewis Mumford, contributes a characteristically eloquent fore- 
word.

THE ARCHITECTURE OF SCOTTISH POST-REFORMATION 
CHURCHES 1560-1843. George Hay. Oxford University Press, 63s. 19$7. 
25 cm. 316 pages. Photographs. Drawings. Bibliography. Index. 

There are some rather serious gaps in Scottish architectural history, but one of these, 

which was particularly wide and conspicuous, has now been well filled by this sober, 

detailed and well-documented study of churches built between the Reformation and 
the Disruption of the Church of Scotland. Although buildings of all denominations 
are included, the author’s chief interest is naturally in the churches erected by the 

Establishment, and their furniture, fittings and decoration. The book is finely pro- 

duced and well illustrated. (726-50941)

SMALL ANTIQUE SILVERWARE. Bernard Hughes. Batsford, 55s, 
1957. 25 cm. 224 pages. 250 illustrations. Index. 
An authoritative guide to small objects in silver which still offer a not too costly 
field of interest for the lover of antiques. Every possible form of silverware is covered 
in the twelve chapters, from cream jugs to half-pint mugs, nutmeg graters to posy 
holders, wine-labels to buttons. The generous allowance of plates makes it possible 
to show several varieties of the same type of object. Mr. Bernard Hughes is an 
indefatigable writer on antiques, and his latest book, lucidly and interestingly written 
like its predecessors, should appeal to a wide public who may wish to collect small 
silverware or learn more about pieces which they may already possess. A table of 
marks is included at the end. (739:2) 


Decorative Art and Design 


ART AND INDUSTRY. The Principles of Industrial Design. Herbert 
Read. 4th edition. Faber, 30s. 1957. 23 cm. 206 pages. Numerous illustrations. 
Index. 

First published in 1934, this is a courageous and painstaking examination of the 

aesthetic standards and principles of design appropriate to the machine-made products 

of the 20th century. Rejecting the handicraft tradition of Ruskin and William Morris 
as inadequate to the demands of modern industry, Sir Herbert shows, both by 
analysis and copious illustration, how the design of present-day artifacts (i.e. objects 
which perform some useful purpose) depends on their function and the materials in 
which they are made. Anybody concerned, either privately or professionally, with 
the visual aspects of our daily and civic life should read this standard primer on the 
principles of modern industrial design, written by one of Britain’s outstanding writers 
on art topics. (745:2) 


Painting 
PICTURES IN PERIL. H. H. Pars. Translated from the German by 
Kathrine Talbot. Faber, 25s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 252 pages. 25 plates. Index. 

This unusual and absorbing book tells the sad story of paintings and other works of 
art destroyed through war, theft, fire, accident and deliberate iconoclasm. A complete 
history of the destruction of European art objects is not attempted; the book is rather 
a series of essays on individual disasters which have occurred in early and recent times. 
The account of the saving, literally by hours, of the accumulated works of art from 
Vienna, Germany and France stored in the salt mines of Styria, Austria, during the 
last few days of the Nazi retreat is also told with dramatic detail. (751-609) 


HOGARTH’S TIMES. Edited by Michael Alexander. Rodale Press, 4s.6d. 
19$7. 22 cm. 60 pages. Illustrations. (Miniature Books) 
Hogarth’s art reached a mass public because the engravings of his famous satirical 
paintings could be cheaply and widely distributed, and one of the objects of this low- 
priced edition is to restore his work to popular circulation. This volume contains 
such satirical and cautionary sequences as The Rake’s Progress and Industry and Idleness 
with a spirited commentary by Hogarth’s contemporary the Rev. John Trusler. 
The quality of the plates is not impeccable, but Hogarth is an artist who revels in 
pungent details, and the reproductions still convey with a prodigious vigour the vices 
and amusements of 18th century London. (765)

HOW TO TAKE PHOTOGRAPHS THAT EDITORS WILL 
BUY. Ronald Spillman. Focal Press, 19s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 224 pages. $8 illustrations. 
Index. 

The author has written this book for the professional or amateur who would like 

to sell his pictures to the press. Most useful information is provided on the type of 

material editors want and how it can be produced, and on the vast field of feature 

photography. Equipment, technique, sources of new subjects, working through an 

agency, and the psychology of lighting are all dealt with in great detail in chapters 

illustrated with tabulated diagrammatic and pictorial summaries on all the points of 

importance.

FLASH PHOTOGRAPHY. Rodier Heath. Fountain Press, 10s.6d. 1956. 
19 cm. 112 pages. 60 illustrations and diagrams. 
In this book the author deals with the technique of flash photography, and helps 
amateurs to overcome many of the problems which may confront them in this branch 
of photography. Besides the practical applications, many details of the working of 
modern equipment used by both the amateur and the professional worker are 
explained in full. Chapters cover the various types of flash bulbs, flash guns, synchro- 
nised shutters, exposure calculations, multi-flash, flash for colour, electronic flash, and 
mixing flash and day light indoors. (771)

EDITIONS AND MUSICIANS. A Survey of the Duties of Practical 
Musicians and Editors towards the Classics. Walter Emery. Novello, ss. 1957. 
21°5 cm. $4 pages. Musical illustrations. 

Based on the intricate problems of editing J. $. Bach, in whose music Mr. Emery is 

expert, this very important pamphlet seeks to rouse the conscience of all those 

addressed in the title. He directs his incisive scorn against the acceptance of the 

slovenly texts now, and long since, current, and pleads for wider understanding of the 

principles on which all the sources should be located, compared and evaluated. These 

principles, though deduced from Bach, apply, mutatis mutandis, to all musical editing. 

Teachers, publishers and performers should ponder these pages well. (781-64) 


CONCERNING JAZZ. Edited by Sinclair Traill. Faber, 12s.6d. 1957. 
21 cm. 180 pages. 20 photographs. Discography. Index. 
An indispensable book for the countless enthusiasts of jazz. Sinclair Traill, who edits 
a jazz journal, introduces seven other leading experts, including Gerald Lascelles, 
whose contribution on the piano in jazz is an authoritative study, and Douglas Hague, 
who gives a colourful account of the jazz scene in America. The book concludes with 
a two-part survey of the British jazz scene by Brian Nicholls and the editor. A supple- 
mentary guide to jazz gramophone recordings available on Long-Play and Extended 
Play is a helpful appendix. (785-42) 


THE ART OF TYMPANIST AND DRUMMER. Andrew A. Shivas. 
Dobson, 8s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 72 pages. 16 photographs. Musical examples. (The 
Student’s Music Library) 


This amiable treatise, by an enthusiastic amateur, is the first book in English on its 
subject, which includes xylophone and glockenspiel as well as tympani and side- 
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drum. Mr. Shivas, a doctor by profession, discusses points of muscular control of the 
drum-sticks with expert anatomical knowledge. Besides giving useful precepts on 
methods of practice, on tuning and attaining technical proficiency, he describes the 
peculiar and exasperating effects which weather and atmosphere may have on the 
membranes, and suggests practical counter-measures. Professional and amateur alike 
will read these pages with profit. (789) 


The Theatre Theatrical Production 


THE CLASSICAL THEATRE OF CHINA. A. C. Scott. Allen & Unwin, 
30S. 1957. 24 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour) by the author. Bibliography. 
Indexes. 

This book will be most important for students both of China and the theatre. 

Mr. Scott, whose interest in the Chinese theatre began during the war, returned to 

China with the British Council, was later posted to Japan, then resigned from the 

Council in order to devote himself to the study of eastern drama from the Oriental 

Institute of Hong Kong University. His The Kabuki Theatre of Japan appeared two 

years ago and received the highest praise. The present work is of the same order. 

Mr. Scott describes the development of the Ching Hsi Theatre, its repertoire, stage, 

techniques, music and symbolism, and sketches, from personal acquaintance, its 

leading actors. Like his valuable illustrations, his style is clear, matter-of-fact yet 
graceful, bringing fascinating detail into delicate prominence. The work is a model of 

thoroughness and integrity. (792-0951) 


THE PRODUCER AND THE PLAY. Norman Marshall. Macdonald, 
30s. 1957. 22 cm. 304 pages. $1 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Norman Marshall’s name has been familiar to discerning theatregoers for many years, 
from his work in the theatre and from his book, The Other Theatre (1947), an invalu- 
able study of theatrical enterprise outside the commercial theatre. He is of all theatre 
historians best fitted by precept and practice to write this first historical and 
descriptive account of the producer at work in England and other European countries. 
He describes the producers’ methods and results, the schools they evolved, their 
influence on play writing, on acting, on décor, and on future developments. Three 
chapters are devoted to Shakespeare production from the 17th century until today 
and others to the co-ordination between the producer and the playhouse, the play- 
wright, and the player. The well-chosen illustrations are a worthy accompaniment to 
a distinguished book. (792-92) 


BERNARD SHAW’S LETTERS TO GRANVILLE BARKER. 
Edited by C. B. Purdom with commentary and notes. Phoenix House, 25s. 1957. 
21 cm. 214 pages. Index. 

A welcome addition to the slender amount of literature dealing with that potent, 

stimulating essay in theatrical management—the Vedrenne-Barker season at the Court 

Theatre in London 1904-1907. It is welcome, too, for its revealing self-portrait. This 

is a One-way correspondence, no Barker letters have survived. Shaw takes the stage, 

he dictates, overrules, domineers—the motive power of the venture. Just how true 
this side of the picture is, with no return from either Barker or Vedrenne, it is difficult 
to assess. The letters, however, display an astonishing knowledge of the essentials of 
not only play production but theatre management generally. They will be read not 
only as a contribution to theatrical history but also as yet another—most alive— 
study for the portrait of Shaw which has still to be written. (79292)

FLANNELLED FOOLISHNESS. A Cricketing Chronicle. E. R. T. 
Holmes. Hollis & Carter, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 200 pages. 9 photographs. Index. 

The game of cricket has inspired a considerable number of delightful books and this 
one, by a well-known first class cricketer who in turn captained his school, university 
and county teams as well as the Marylebone Cricket Club on tours abroad, can well 
be added to them. For thirty years from 1924, Errol Holmes brought an adventurous 
spirit into the game, and his story of these years has a lively air about it. Lovers of 
cricket will relish his anecdotes and his typically frank comments. (796-3) 


AN ARTIST AMONG MOUNTAINS. Victor Coverley-Price. Hale, 

21s. 1957. 22 cm. 232 pages. 33 illustrations from drawings by the author. Index. 
The author has climbed in a number of countries from Switzerland to Mexico, and 
he writes with fecling of the enjoyment he has derived from mountains. Of particular 
interest is his vivid account of the geological expedition to the Peruvian Andes on 
which Professor J. W. Gregory lost his life. But Mr. Coverley-Price is also an artist 
who has concentrated on mountain scenes, and the thirty-three reproductions of his 
work are no mere supplements to the text. In them he has endeavoured to bring out 
the fundamental characteristics of the scenes and to convey his feelings as a climber. 
There is much else in this lively autobiography of a member of the diplomatic service 
to entertain the reader. (796-52) 


LITERATURE 


THE ROMANTIC SURVIVAL. A Study in Poetic Evolution. John 
Bayley. Constable, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 240 pages. Index. 
In his first book of essays Mr. Bayley shows himself a critic of exceptional acumen, 
and persuasive powers, communicating his pleasure in poetry and arguing forcefully 
but never stridently. The first part, a group of short essays, traces the fortunes of 
romantic poetry over the last 150 years and its aesthetic problems in the modern 
world; it includes a particularly cogent chapter on the effect upon poetry of its study 
as an academic discipline and on the rise of analytical criticism. The second half is 
devoted to full-length studies of W. B. Yeats, W. H. Auden and Dylan Thomas, the 
poets whom he characterises as the effective heirs of the romantic tradition. (808-1) 


American Literature 

A PICTORIAL HISTORY OF AMERICAN LITERATURE. 
Van Wyck Brooks and Otto L. Bettmann. Dent, sos. 1957. 28 cm. 256 pages. 
Numerous photographs and drawings. Index. 

Based on Van Wyck Brooks’ famous five volumes on the history of the writer in 

America from 1800 to 1915, the present work preserves the vigour, the general out- 

line, and much of the language of the original. Dr. Bettmann, who is responsible 

for the recasting, has also chosen the photographs and line-drawings which enrich the 

text, many of which have not been reproduced before. This is a valuable, and enticing, 

introduction to the literature (and much else) of the United States. (810-9) 


SECTION: ROCK-DRILL. 85-95 de los cantares. Ezra Pound. Faber, 
12s.6d. 1957. 21 cm. 112 pages. 

Critics continue to pay tribute to The Cantos as potentially the most important 

modern long poem in English, but they have tended latterly to suspend judgment 

until the arrival of an instalment providing the key to the structural unity of the poem. 
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That expectation must be postponed still further. The personal note and the beautiful 
lyrical interludes of The Pisan Cantos have been replaced here by a series of staccato 
references drawn from American, European and Chinese history, an intensification, in 
fact, of the idiom of Cantos XXXI-XLI; Poundian devotees must be content with the 
bewildering richness of the poet’s personal mythology and literary allusions. (811-5) 


English Literature 


FROM DRYDEN TO JOHNSON. Edited by Boris Ford. Penguin Books, 
$s. 1957. 18 cm. $12 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. Paper covers. (The 
Pelican Guide to English Literature. Vol. 4) 

Since the volumes forming this Guide do not aim to add to or compete with the 

standard histories of English literature, their lack of a single viewpoint is less of a 

handicap than it might otherwise be. The present volume begins with lengthy 

sections on “The Social Setting’ and “The Literary Scene’ which serve to unify the 
following twenty-one essays by several hands on particular writers and movements 
in the century or so from 1660 to 1780. In this method of treatment there is bound 
to be some disproportion, yet it enables attention to be focussed at need upon certain 
extra-literary activities—such as the pictorial art of Hogarth—which were an essential 
part of the contemporary complex of vision and idea. (820-9) 


English Poetry 

SELECTED POEMS OF WILLIAM BLAKE. Edited with an 
Introduction and Explanatory Notes by F. W. Bateson. Heinemann, 9s.6d. 1957. 
19 cm. 176 pages. Frontispiece in colour. Index. (The Poetry Bookshelf) 

Mr. Bateson’s selection of Blake’s poems is a noteworthy addition to this excellent 

series, which is designed to appeal not only to students but to the intelligent general 

reader. As well as the poems, Mr. Bateson includes samples of Blake’s eccentric 

prose, a useful critical and biographical introduction and some extremely intelligent 

and level-headed notes that clear up many of the obscurities which might bother the 

newcomer to Blake. This book is, in fact, a model of what the critical anthology 


should be. (821-6) 


COLERIDGE: POEMS AND PROSE. Selected with an Introduction by 
Kathleen Raine. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 314 pages. Bibliography. 
Index. Paper covers. (The Penguin Poets) 

Coleridge’s poetic output can be very fully represented in a book of this size, but 

his prose offers a much more difficult problem. Miss Raine has not attempted to 

indicate the full range of his interests, but has concentrated upon passages relating 

to literature. This principle is applied not only to critical writings but also, with a 

few exceptions, to the Biographia Literaria and the letters; it includes, of course, 

Coleridge’s famous doctrine of the imagination. Miss Raine contributes an interesting 

introduction in which she argues amongst other things that Coleridge’s genius did 

not remain so unfulfilled as has been popularly supposed. (821-7) 


English Drama 


THE MEDIEVAL HERITAGE OF ELIZABETHAN TRAGEDY. 
Willard Farnham. Reprint, with corrections. Blackwell (Oxford), 35s. 1957. 22 cm. 
502 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

A reprint of an important book published in 1936 on the evolution of the conception 

of tragedy which ultimately flowered on the Elizabethan stage. Professor Farnham 
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is concerned with the foundation of ideas and material upon which the Elizabethan 
dramatists built, and he approaches their ‘medieval heritage’ seriously as work feeling 
its way towards a realisation of the tragic spirit. The components of tragedy are seen 
gradually emerging in non-dramatic literature—from Boccaccio’s De Casibus to the 
Mirror for Magistrates (the 16th century verse collection which derived from him) 
and its sequels—as well as in the Morality play, as Professor Farnham discusses the 
weight given to the power of Fortune, to God’s punishment for wickedness and to 
individual character as causes of calamity. Subsequent work in the field has necessarily 
modified some details, but his study still contains a wealth of material essential to any 
grasp of its subject. (822-2) 


SHAKESPEARE’S SOURCES. I: Comedies and Tragedies. Kenneth 
Muir. Methuen, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 280 pages. Index. 

Although much detailed work has been done in analysing the indebtedness of 
individual plays, no survey of Shakespeare’s use of sources as a whole, Professor Muir 
claims, has yet been undertaken. He goes on to examine the sources of language and 
allusions as well as those of the plots, tracing these borrowings both to classical and 
contemporary authors. The approach is an interesting one, but having very thoroughly 
established Shakespeare’s dependence on sources, the author might have given fuller 
consideration to the influence their use exerted on Shakespeare’s dramatic technique.

SHAKESPEARE TODAY. Margaret Webster. Introduction by M. R. 
Ridley. Dent, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 320 pages. Index. 
Miss Webster has had an impressive experience of Shakespearean production in the 
U.S.A. and Canada and she approaches Shakespeare from the actor’s and the 
director’s point of view. In this remarkably diverse book she ranges from the stage 
conditions of today to a lengthy historical appreciation of Shakespeare’s times; she 
proceeds then to a series of producer’s notes on the various plays and a survey of the 
prospects of Shakespearean production in the immediate future. She combines an 
infectious enthusiasm with much sound sense and writes as a professional who, 
though recognising the existence of specialist scholars, refuses to be overawed by 
them. (822-3) 


J. B. PRIESTLEY. Ivor Brown. Longmans for the British Council, 2s. 1957. 
21-5 cm. 40 pages. Portrait. Bibliography. Paper covers. (Bibliographical Supplements 
to ‘British Book News’) 

Dramatist, novelist, travel-writer, critic and forthright commentator on the affairs 

of his time, Mr. Priestley is as versatile and energetic as any writer living. This essay 

stresses what his very fertility of production has sometimes obscured, that almost all 
his work has been founded on a solid base of social observation. His ideas and 
characters are essentially pragmatic, but Mr. Brown pays tribute to his sharp wit and 
perpetually vigorous imagination. He succeeds in a small compass in summing up 
this many-sided author, but he rightly pays most attention to the drama, in which Mr. 
Priestley continues to show his most creative and technically inventive vein. (822-9) 


English Miscellany 

G. K. CHESTERTON. An Anthology. Selected with an Introduction by 
D. B. Wyndham Lewis. Oxford University Press, 7s. 1957. 15 cm. 258 pages. 
(World’s Classics) 

Chesterton was an author of almost unrivalled versatility, and the present anthology 

does ample justice to his range. The selection of his poetry is fully representative, 
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and there are some interesting letters which will be new to most readers, as will 
also his fantastic comedy, Magic. The essays on travel and general subjects are mostly 
written at his more journalistic level, packed with entertaining paradox, but light in 
treatment. The critical section contains an excellent essay on Tennyson from the 
brilliant The Victorian Age in Literature, but it seems a pity that his book on Dickens 
should be unrepresented. (828-9) 


Anglo-Saxon Literature 
BEOWULF. A prose translation from the Old English with an introduction by David 
Wright. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 18 cm. 122 pages. Paper covers. (Penguin Classics) 

Mr. Wright’s new translation is based mainly on the editions of Klaeber and Wrenn 
and aims at producing ‘a readable version in contemporary prose’ while bearing in 
mind that archaic diction can, on occasion, be more effective than contemporary 
language. The result is eminently readable and should bring Beowulf within the reach 
of many new readers who neither can nor wish to go to the original. The introduction, 
the notes on the translation and the three appendices add considerably to the interest 


of the book. (829-3) 


Icelandic Literature 
THE STORY OF BURNT NJAL. Translated from the Icelandic by Sir 
George Webbe Dasent. New introduction by E. O. G. Turville-Petre. Reprint. 
Dent, 10s.6d. 1957. 18-5 cm. 352 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Everyman's Library) 
Sir George Dasent’s translation of Njal’s Saga, one of the finest of all the sagas, was 
first published in 1861 and, with his other translations and essays, did as much as 
anything in the 19th century to make Old Icelandic literature known in England. 
His Brent Njal has many outstanding qualities that time and later research have not 
obscured. It is precise and clear, is written in a style that the modern reader can 
accept and captures in large measure the atmosphere of its original. This edition is 
very well produced, with an excellent little introduction by Professor Turville-Petre 
and a useful index. (839-6) 


Italian Literature 
THREE PLAYS. The Queen and the Rebels (La Regina e gli Insorti), The Burnt 
Flower-Bed (L’Aiuola Bruciata), Summertime (II Paesa delle Vacanze). Ugo Betti. 
Translated from the Italian by Henry Reed. Gollancz, 18s. 1956. 19 cm. 284 pages. 
Ugo Betti (1892-1953), hailed by his own countrymen as the successor, equal or 
superior of Pirandello, was, during the last years of his life, much concerned with 
‘men’s fatal disregard or defiance of God’. Here, finely translated, are his only two 
political plays, together with Summertime, one of his few comedies. Both the political 
plays dwell on themes of conscience, responsibility and guilt. The protagonists in 
The Queen and the Rebels are a fleeing queen, a commissar and a prostitute, who, 
mistaken for the queen, assumes royalty with nobility. The dominant note in the 
dual plot of The Burnt Flower-bed is fear, both in a family and in two warring states. 
After acts of tragedy, past and present, truth and a sense of responsibility reassert 
themselves and the play ends on a tentative note of hope. (852-9) 


Latin Literature 


THE TWELVE CAESARS. Suetonius. Newly translated from the Latin 
by Robert Graves. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 316 pages. Paper covers. 
(Penguin Classics) 

This is the only surviving work of Suetonius, who, like Plutarch, his near con- 
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temporary, chose the biography rather than the chronicle as his mode of historical 
writing. The portraits of the Roman Emperors are lively and full of entertaining 
gossip, but compared with Plutarch they seem lightweight in political or historical 
judgment and predominantly concerned with the more intimate details of personality. 
Mr. Graves, who drew extensively on these lives for his Claudius books, is an 
enthusiastic and admirably vigorous translator, but one must take with a grain of salt 
his claim that this is the most fascinating and the richest of Roman histories. (878) 


Russian Literature 


RUSSIAN POETRY 1917-1955. Selected, translated and with an 
introduction by Jack Lindsay. Bodley Head, 15s. 1957. 22 cm. 156 pages. 
Mr. Lindsay is a versatile poet who can write with distinction both in formal metres 
and in the freest verse, and he succeeds remarkably in the difficult task for a single 
translator of giving recognisably different poetic voices to some thirty-five authors. 
In 1917 Russian poetry displayed an exceptional diversity ranging from Westernised 
Symbolists or Expressionists to the present poets inspired by popular traditions. 
Today one notices a greater uniformity, but it is pleasant to find nature-poetry or 
love-poetry which is unashamedly personal in its appeal. Most of the poems are short 
lyrics, but Mayakovsky, Esenin and Pasternak are all represented by extracts from 
long poems. (891-714)

MODERN JAPANESE LITERATURE. An anthology compiled and 
edited by Donald Keene. Thames & Hudson, 35s. 1957. 21 cm. 440 pages. 
Bibliography. 

Recent UNESCO conferences have been urging an increase in the rate of translation 

of Asian fiteratures into modern European languages. This volume of translations 

into English is approved by UNESCO as fulfilling its recommendations. Only last 
year Dr. Keene’s Anthology of Japanese Literature, covering some 1,200 years up to 
the nineteenth century, made available to English readers a literature of astonishing 
richness and beauty. One hardly expected that the promised sequel, now under 
review, could be so extensive or so good. Dr. Keene, an American scholar who has 
spent several years in Japan, here presents a collection of excellent translations of 
recent Japanese writing, mainly in prose. The work he introduces to the West is 
consistently original, fresh and vivid. It is highly readable and a serious contribution 
to international culture. (895-6)

IN BROKEN WATER. K. Adlard Coles. 2nd edition. Adlard Coles in 
association with Harrap, 12s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 136 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 

A new edition of a book first published in 1925, which describes the author’s 

experiences on a cruise in the 6-ton sloop Annette. Voyaging through Holland, among 

the Frisian Islands and then, via the Kiel Canal, to the Baltic, the author touched 

Germany in the throes of inflation, and actually had his craft stolen! Its recovery, and 

his adventures in dangerous waters, are highlights in a narrative worth reprinting.

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IRELAND IN COLOUR. Introductory text and notes on the illustrations 
by W. R. Rodgers. Batsford, 18s. 1957. 25 cm. 112 pages. 40 photographs in 
colour. Map. 

The coloured photographs in this comprehensive selection are certainly free of 

‘foggy dews and mysterious Celtic twilights’, to borrow a phrase from the author, 

Some of the plates go rather far towards the other extreme, with strong colours, 

unrelieved blue skies and seas, and an absence of shade; but in general the tones are 

more subdued, and convincing atmospheric effects are achieved, for example, in 
the Connemara scenes. The introduction on Ireland and Irish life in general, and 
the comments on the plates, by the distinguished poet, W. R. Rodgers, are written 
in a vigorous style, with a lively sense of humour and sincere feeling for the subject. 
Mr. Rodgers has succeeded in imparting freshness and distinction to what is by now 
a well-worn theme. (914-15) 


ENGLAND IS RICH. An Exploration, in Circuits, after Daniel Defoe. Harry 
Hopkins. Harrap, 18s. 1957. 21°§ cm. 256 pages. Numerous photographs. Index. 
In this record of an exploration of post-war England after the manner of Defoe it is 
not merely the picturesque and antiquarian which excite the author. He naturally 
encounters these, for “The tree grows from its roots and the roots are vigorous and 
deep.’ Here is the England of the towns. The author has caught the atmosphere and 
the accent of the great industrial cities, their personality and their people as seen in 
the new social and industrial patterns emerging in post-war Britain. The exploration 
shows how past generations have endowed this island with a concentration of 
industrial skills, still unique in the world, and reveals abundant evidence that there 
are still great reserves of vitality to carry Britain through its new industrial revolution.

THE BRASS DOLPHINS. A Description of the Maltese Archipelago. 
Christopher Kininmonth. Secker & Warburg, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 244 pages. 
20 illustrations. Map. 

Considering its strategic importance it is remarkable how little has been written 

about Malta. Mr. Kininmonth’s travel book explains the significance of its position 

at the geographical centre of the Mediterranean. Malta is an island of strong national 
feeling which has assimilated Arab, Norman and Briton but remained curiously 
insulated from Byzantium and the Renaissance. The author lives on nearby Gozo 
and has written an extremely readable and well-informed book. His interests are 
wide; he writes with a genuine feeling for landscape and architecture and a special 
gift for describing the lives of Mediterranean islanders. His book includes a capable 
summary of Maltese history and is generously illustrated. (914°58) 


A TRAIN TO TARRAGONA. Anthony Carson. Methuen, 15s. 1957. 
20°5 cm. 220 pages. 
Mr. Carson’s writings on Spain are well known and there is a large body of readers 
for whom no recommendation is necessary. His latest work is much more than 
simply another travel book; it is a mixture of good things, and ranges from local 
recipes to accounts of his own enjoyable, and instructive, adventures. The mood is 
deceptively light-hearted, but there is much to read between the lines, for Mr. Carson 
knows Spain intimately, and shows that not only does he love the Spanish but likes 
them, too. This book, which is at once poetic and humorous, is often wise and 
always penetrating; it will fascinate anyone interested in Spain or any of the 
Mediterranean countries. (914°6)

PORTUGAL. Yves Bottineau. Translated from the French by Eric Earnshaw 
Smith. Thames & Hudson, 35s. 1957. 23 cm. 280 pages. 168 photographs by Yan. 
Map. Index. 

The introduction to this most valuable addition to the travel literature of Portugal 

sketches the country’s land and history, lists her noteworthy buildings and surveys 

her sculpture, architecture, painting and minor arts. Yves Bottineau then conducts 
the reader on a detailed, but not exhausting, tour of the different regions, gently 

relating their architectural and artistic treasures to the people and their activities in a 

local environment. His rejection of the generally accepted theory associating 

Manueline art with marine symbolism and ornament will not command ready 

support, but he is a charmingly persuasive guide and the 168 photographs, perhaps 

the finest of contemporary Portugal ever assembled in one volume, are breath-taking 
in their loveliness and wholly convincing. (914°69) 


FINLAND AND ITS GEOGRAPHY. An American Geographical 
Society Handbook. Edited by Raye R. Platt. Methuen, 60s. 1957. 25 cm. $36 pages. 
122 photographs. 117 maps and diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

The first volume in an ambitious new series planned to explain to the ‘general 

intelligent reading public’ the condition and problems of countries which are of 

special contemporary interest. This volume, prepared by a distinguished American 
geographer, assisted by a junior colleague of Finnish parentage, is soundly based on 
authoritative sources which are quoted for each chapter. The text is very full and 
clearly written, with most of the statistics confined to the tables. The emphasis is on 

Finland as a nation and its striking achievements: thus the order of the material is 

history, population, agriculture, forestry and other industries, transport and commerce. 

Then—an arrangement which could be challenged—follow chapters on climate, 

natural vegetation and geographical regions, with an appendix on geology.

EXPEDITION TORTOISE. Pierre Rambach, Raoul Jahan, Frangois 
Hébert-Stevens. Translated from the French by Elizabeth Cunningham. Thames 
& Hudson, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 328 pages. 19 photographs. 13 drawings. 8 maps. 

This book is a composite account of the travels of five young men in the Middle 

East and Asia. “Tortoise’, a Chrysler car of pre-war vintage, provides most of the 

adventures. In Iraq the party splits up. One member rides on a motor-cycle towards 

Central Asia and two fly to India to find excitement exploring Hindu temples. 

Acutely observant, the authors have produced a very readable and amusing travelogue. 

The book contains a fascinating study of the Todas and an account of a six-month 

sojourn in a Hindu monastery. (915) 


NO PASSPORT TO TIBET. F. M. Bailey. Hart-Davis, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 
294 pages. 11 pages of illustrations. 8 pages of maps by K. C. Jordan. Index. 
The narrative of a journey in 1913 through the gorges of the Tsangpo, above the 
great bend by which it leaves the Tibetan plateau. The author and his companion, 
Captain H. T. Morshead, a skilled surveyor, established that, contrary to rumours, 
there were no great falls in that section of the river. Subsequently they worked 
southwards through the Tibet-Assam borderland to the plains of India. All the 
country traversed was unsurveyed, and much of it untravelled by Europeans. Colonel 
Bailey gives a detailed, matter-of-fact record of the events of the expedition and of 
the information on topography, tribes, trade routes and natural history which he 
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was able to collect. This notable feat of exploration certainly deserved to be put on 
permanent record. The maps are excellent. (915-15) 


THE COUNTRY UPSTAIRS. Japan To-day with a ‘Philippine Inter- 
lude’. (Title of London edition: PICTURE OF JAPAN). Colin Simpson. 
Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and London), A2ss.; 21s. 1956; 1957. 25 cm. 
256 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Decorations by Claire Simpson. Bibliographical 
foomotes. 

An account of present-day Japan as seen from the Australian point of view. The 

descriptions of the countryside, together with the superb colour illustrations, give 

some idea of the physical features and conditions. The accounts of the author’s visits 
to the houses, temples and industrial areas are designed to give the reader an insight 
into Japanese social, political and cultural life. This outline also shows how the 
people have overcome some of their problems, and how they are tackling others, 
in an attempt to build a nation which holds the respect of the world. (915:2) 


SULTAN IN OMAN. James Morris. Faber, 16s. 1957. 22-5 cm. 166 pages. 
24 illustrations (1 in colour). 2 maps by Charles Hammond. Index. 
This is a good book, for Mr. Morris writes graphically and with wit and serious 
reflection. He accompanied the Sultan of Muscat on his first journey to Oman after 
the successful military operation. The route lay through little known country, which 
he has described well, although the curious reader might wish for more historical 
and scientific facts about the Qara and the Jebel Akhdar regions. Prospective oil was 
the reason for the expedition and on oil, and on archaic ideas lagging behind present 
realities, the author writes with insight and an understanding which should appeal 
and give food for thought to a wider circle of readers than those interested only in 
the Middle East. (915°35) 


LADY ON THE BEACH. Norah Berg with Charles Samuels. Redman, 
15S. 1957. 20 cm. 256 pages. 
Norah Berg and her husband, the Sarge—formerly of the United States Marine 
Corps—are a middle-aged couple of happy and contented beachcombers. They live 
by the bounty of the sea on the storm-pounded coast of Washington State. Their 
shack is built of driftwood and the generous ocean washes ashore most other 
necessities of life besides providing an abundance of clams which are dug from the 
surf-covered sand at night by lantern light. Life on the beach is by no means lonely, 
for the Bergs are surrounded by like-minded neighbours in similar shacks who form 
a closely knit community of individualists. A fascinating story, told with forthright, 
convincing simplicity. (917-979) 


BRAZILIAN ADVENTURE. Peter Fleming. Reprint. Penguin Books, 
38.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 318 pages. 2 maps. Paper covers. 
This brilliantly written travel book first deflated the Terrors of the Jungle nearly a 
quarter of a century ago. It has lost none of its original enchantment, perspicacity 
or spontaneous wit and is clearly destined to endure as a classic. Mr. Fleming joined 
an expedition as Special Correspondent of The Times to look for traces of Colonel 
Fawcett who had disappeared in the Brazilian Mato Grosso in 1925 while searching 
for a lost civilisation. Their adventure, without solving the mystery, took them 
3,000 miles from Sao Paulo to the mouth of the Amazon, and provided many 
delicious occasions for belittling the Dangers of the Great Unknown. (918-1) 
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Biography 
HONORE DE BALZAC. A Biography. Herbert J. Hunt. University of 
London: Athlone Press, 21s. 1957. 22-5 cm. 210 pages. Portrait. Index. 

A life of Balzac in English was long overdue. Professor Hunt, skilfully threading his 
way through the vast mass of documents now available, has produced a short lucid 
portrait of this dandy, galley-slave and lion of letters, and at the same time a fascinating 
chapter of French social history from 1799 to 1850. He assesses Balzac’s mercurial 
character, recounts the early struggles, the various love affairs, and the long sad 
story of his courtship of the Polish Countess Hanska whom he married five months 
before his death. We look forward to the account of Balzac’s writings to which this 
book is described as the prelude. (92) 


LORD BYRON’S MARRIAGE: The Evidence of Asterisks. G. Wilson 
Knight. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 314 pages. § illustrations, 
Bibliography. Index. 

A complementary study to Lord Byron, Christian Virtues. It concentrates mainly upon 

the years 1815-16, which cover Byron’s marriage and separation, and attempts with 

rare skill to unravel the extraordinarily tangled and conflicting accounts put out by 
husband and wife and their subsequent partisans, and also to explain the ferocious 
social ostracism later inflicted upon Byron. Professor Knight rejects the theory of an 
incestuous attachment between Byron and his half-sister and suggests an abnormal 

relationship between Byron and his wife as the real explanation. He performs a 

thorough, indeed a masterly, sifting of evidence which is highly circumstantial. The 

book is emphatically one for the specialist who is already thoroughly familiar with 

the Byronic scene. (92) 


IT’S ME, O LORD! An Abstract and Brief Chronicle of Some of the 
Life with Some of the Opinions of A. E. Coppard. Written by himself. Methuen, 
22s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 252 pages. 2 photographs. Index. 

This vigorous and entertaining autobiography covers the first forty-four years of 

the author’s life: from his birth in 1878 into a working-class household until 1922 

when his second volume of stories established him as a creative writer acceptable 

both to intellectuals and to the larger body of readers. Coppard, who died before 
this volume appeared, was one of the few British writers who have secured a firm 
reputation by short stories alone: he combined a rich fund of narrative invention with 

a high degree of sensitive presentation. His story embraces early days of acute family 

poverty, a brief schooling, and various unsatisfactory jobs before a confidential 

clerkship in an Oxford ironworks led him into university company and thence, by a 

precarious plunge, into successful full-time authorship. (92) 


THE LIFE OF RICHARD STAFFORD CRIPPS. Colin Cooke. 
Hodder & Stoughton, 30s. 1957. 23 cm. 416 pages. 4 portraits. Index. 
Sir Stafford Cripps (1889-1952), one of the most distinguished members of the 
British Labour Party, rose in the legal profession to the rank of Solicitor-General. 
Then, from 1940 onwards, he became successively British Ambassador to Russia, 
Lord Privy Seal and Leader of the House, Minister of Aircraft Production, President 
of the Board of Trade, Minister for Economic Affairs, and Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. In this well-written official biography Dr. Cooke, a Fellow of Magdalen 
College, Oxford, and a one-time sub-editor of the Manchester Guardian, describes his 
career in the light of the events and personalities of his time. (92) 
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DOSTOEVSKY: His Life and Art. Avrahm Yarmolinsky. Arco, 
1957. 22 cm. 446 pages. 9 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
First published twenty-three years ago in America and now revised and enlarged, 
this book is more valuable as a biography than as a critical study. However, Dostoevsky 
is one of those writers the significant events of whose life are repeatedly mirrored 
in his novels, and Mr. Yarmolinsky provides a good deal of useful information about 
Dostoevsky’s ideas, his various inspirations and the fashion in which his books came 
to be written. The novels and stories are summarised with individual appreciations 
of each, but there is only a brief general assessment and no critical placing of 
Dostoevsky among the novelists of his century or our own. (92) 


FROM THE VALLEY I CAME. Wil Jon Edwards. Angus & Robertson, 
16s. 1956. 22 cm. 272 pages. 
This is the story of the author’s life from his early childhood in a Welsh mining 
community to his emergence as one of the leading figures in the industrial struggle 
whi h started with the present century in the coalfields. It is a full life that has been 
far from easy—working at the age of twelve as a collier’s boy in the pits; winning a 
scholarship; studying at Ruskin College in Oxford; meeting Keir Hardie and others 
of like repute, and much else besides. From the Valley I Came makes interesting and 


informative reading and is written with the charm that springs from simplicity and 
sensitivity. (92)

THE WAY OF A TRANSGRESSOR. Negley Farson. Reprint. Pan 
Books, 3s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 412 pages. Paper covers. 
Mr. Farson has packed more variety, interest and adventure into a single life than 
most men. He saw the Revolution in Russia, was in India during a particularly 
troubled time, flew with the Royal Flying Corps, worked at a host of jobs from 
backwoodsman to oil salesman and, ultimately, achieved an international reputation 
as one of the best of living news-reporters. It is not surprising, therefore, that his 
biography (first published in 1935) makes absorbing (and instructive) reading. It is 
colourful, crammed with incident, and in touch with events that have made history.

THE ENGLISH EMPRESS. A Study in the Relations between Queen 
Victoria and her Eldest Daughter, Empress Frederick of Germany. Egon Caesar 
Conte Corti. Introduction by Wolfgang Prince of Hesse. Translated from the 
German by E. M. Hodgson. Cassell, 42s. 1957. 22 cm. 420 pages. Illustrations. 
Index. 
This book will appeal to anyone interested in human relationships, as well as to 
more professional students of diplomatic history. It tells, from her private letters 
and other sources, the poignant tragedy of an English princess brought up in the 
Prince Consort's liberal principles, but destined to live in a German Court where 
she was hated for her opinions and English upbringing. Count Corti is also concerned 
with the greater tragedy: that she and her husband, the Crown Prince Frederick of 
Prussia, had to wait years while an aged reactionary monarch gave Bismark his 
opportunity to pursue his policy, and then, with the death of her husband and the 
accession of her son, with whom she was never on good terms, she had to watch the 
estrangement which would lead to world war. (92) 


JAMES JOYCE’S WORLD. Patricia Hutchins. Methuen, 30s. 
22 cm. 268 pages. 39 illustrations. Index. 
Few writers, even in the present age of refugees, have pursued such a wandering 
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existence as Joyce. Miss Hutchins’s book makes a virtue of necessity and deliberately 
presents a circumstantial record, a chronicle of Joyce’s background, his friends and 
acquaintances, the treatment his works received and the innumerable staging posts 
in his travels. The author has unearthed a great deal of fascinating information, 
including hitherto unpublished letters to Joyce from Ezra Pound, H. G. Wells and 
other celebrated writers, but these details and documents are presented in isolation 
rather than worked up into a biographical portrait. The illustrations are extremely 
well chosen. (92) 


WHITE KENNETT 1660-1728, Bishop of Peterborough. A Study in 
the Political and Ecclesiastical History of the Early Eighteenth Century. The 
Thirlwall Prize Essay in the University of Cambridge 1955. G. V. Bennett. 
S.P.C.K. for the Church Historical Society, 42s. 1957. 22 cm. 302 pages. 3 illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Dr. Bennett does good service to both the dead and the living: to White Kennett, 

whose character he convincingly clears of the charges of hypocrisy and time-serving 

made by his many enemies, and to historians, who will find in his clear and agreeable 
pages not only much interesting new information about Church and State but also 
substantial additions to their knowledge of, first, what really divided the ‘high-fliers’ 

from the ‘moderates’ and, second, the complicated history of Convocation. This is a 

biography written by a scholar who knows and cares as much about the political as 

about the theological or ecclesiastical history of the period, and can thus give a 

detailed account of one of its more eminent and many-sided characters as well- 

informed as it is three-dimensional. (92) 


A YOUNG VICTORIAN IN INDIA. Letters of H. M. Kisch of the 
Indian Civil Service. Edited by his daughter Ethel A. Waley Cohen with an 
introduction by Philip Woodruff. Cape, 25s. 1957. 20 cm. 242 pages. 8 illustrations. 
Map. Index. 

These are the letters of an I.C.S. officer, written between 1874 and 1889 to members 

of his family in England. His letters from the famine area to which he was early 

posted in his career reveal a conscientious officer of detachment and abounding 
energy. Later, as Postmaster-General, he describes journeyings by river, palki and 
horseback. The letters comment on the politics of the day and give a valuable 
description of life in Victorian India as it came to one of those many devoted and 
loyal servants whom Philip Woodruff (who writes the introduction) has described 
elsewhere as ‘the guardians of India’. (92) 


MONTROSE. John Buchan. Introduction by Keith Feiling. Oxford University 
Press, 8s.6d. 1957. 15 cm. 472 pages. Maps. Bibliographical notes. Index. (World's 
Classics) 

John Buchan’s Montrose, although equalled in readability and historical accuracy by 

his Cromwell, is the better known on account of its romantic and picturesque subject. 

First published in 1928, it is one of the classic biographies in British 17th century 

scholarship, valuable not only for its vivid account of Montrose’s life and environ- 

ment, but also as a teaching aid, for few indeed are those who can read it and not be 
drawn to dip again into the same full-flowing river. Its appearance in this series is 
thus welcome; its introduction, however, will appeal to those more interested in the 

author than the subject. (92) 
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THE DRUMS GO BANG! Ruth Park and D’Arcy Niland. Angus & 
Robertson (Sydney, Australia), 16s. 1956: 1957. 21 cm. 200 pages. Illustrations by 
Phil Taylor. 

An unusual title for an unusual story of the experiences of two young writers who 

have now won world-wide acclaim as novelists. It is a personal account of their 

struggle to succeed in the literary world, and although they encountered many 
setbacks, never once did they lose their sense of humour. Their story is bright, and 
the backgrounds to the various incidents are always alive and vivid. Of the characters 

drawn from town and country many are highly eccentric. (92) 


STARS AND MARKETS. Sir Charles Tennyson. Chatto & Windus, 
21s. 19§7. 22 cm. 264 pages. 
Books of reminiscence and recollection are sometimes apt to have more of passing 
interest in them than of lasting value, but Stars and Markets has both interest and 
value in good measure. The author’s account of his boyhood in the company of his 
grandfather, the Poct Laureate; his time at Eton and Cambridge; his delight in 
literature and people; his interest in administrative and human problems, makes 
excellent reading, and Sir Charles writes with great charm. This is, in part, the story 
of a world that will not return and, in part, of the birth of our present way of life. 
An entertaining and rewarding book. (92) 


THE STRANGE CASE OF THOMAS WALKER. Ten Years in the 
Life of a Manchester Radical. Frida Knight. Lawrence & Wishart, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 
184 pages. 7 illustrations. Bibliography. 

The Thomas Walker of this book was an 18th century Manchester cotton merchant, 

friend of the inventors James Watt and Matthew Boulton and of George Romney, 

whose portrait of him is reproduced here. During the disturbances in Britain following 
the French Revolution he was one of the leading Radicals agitating for recognition 
of the rights of the working classes, and was tried in 1794 for sedition and conspiracy. 

Mrs. Knight has studied the report of the trial, Walker’s own story and other source 

material, and has reconstructed the case as an illustration of the contemporary 

political scene. (92) 


THEY CAME TO NORTHERN RHODESIA. R. _ Sampson. 
Government Printer (Lusaka, Northern Rhodesia), 1s. 1956. 21-5 cm. 64 pages. 
Bibliography. 

Biographical information on the explorers and settlers of colonial territories is usually 

hard to obtain and few systematic lists have been made. This record of nearly nine 

hundred people who entered Northern Rhodesia in the pioneer days up to the end 
of 1902 is therefore all the more welcome. The compiler has examined a very wide 
range of letters, books, newspapers and official documents, and the most important 
of these are listed with symbols to facilitate reference from the biographical entries. 
In addition to being a useful work of reference, this book indicates the varied 
nationalities and the diverse occupations of these pioneer settlers. (920) 


WHO’S WHO IN THE THEATRE. A Biographical Record of the 
Contemporary Stage. Compiled and edited by John D. D. Parker. 12th edition. 
Pitman, 105s. 1957. 20 cm. 1,732 pages. 

This is the first edition to be published since the death of the previous editor, John 

Parker, the father of the present compiler. The eleventh was issued five years ago. 

The twelfth, following very closely the pattern of previous editions, contains a list

of London playbills from June 1951 to February 1956, theatrical biographies (occupy- 
ing the greater part of the volume), particulars of long runs in London and New York, 
dimensions of stages and plans of the principal London theatres, booklists of auto- 
biographies and biographies, and obituaries, and it includes, for the first time, a list 
of ‘professions and occupations’. There are a few omissions, e.g., the genealogical 
tables of theatrical families. In most cases the records have been corrected up to the 
end of 1955, but some later revisions were made during printing. The work is an 
essential reference book for anyone whose work or interest lies in the theatre. (927-92) 


Ancient Greece 


GREEK CIVILIZATION: From the Iliad to the Parthenon. André 
Bonnard. Translated from the French by A. Lytton Sells. Allen & Unwin, 30s. 
1957. 23 cm. 200 pages. 33 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

It is satisfactory to have an English version of La Civilisation Grecque de I'Iliade au 

Parthénon, by Professor André Bonnard of the University of Lausanne. The translator 

is a Professor in the University of Indiana. For quotation from Greek authors he uses 

the versions of English translators, e.g., Gilbert Murray and George Thomson. 

The development of Greek society and culture from Homer to Pericles is recorded 

and discussed in its main aspects, and the text is suitably illustrated with photographs 

of architectural, sculptural and pictorial subjects. The book is designed for the general 

public but will also interest Classical students. (938)

DEATH OF A NAVY. The Fleets of the Mikado in the Second World 

War 1941-1945. Andrieu D’ Albas. Translated from the French by Anthony Rippon. 

Hale, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 224 pages. 20 illustrations. Map. Bibliography. Index. 
This story of the naval war in the Pacific by a captain in the French Navy, son-in-law 
of a Japanese admiral, is based mainly on Japanese sources. Poetic in places, it succeeds 
in portraying the dramatic and fatalistic attitude of the Japanese sailor as well as 
giving a fair, but not clearly defined, picture of the Eastern sea war as a whole. It is 
lacking in maps, but because of its sources it should be assured of a place in the 
bibliography of the war. (940°545) 


SEA WARFARE 1939-1945: A German Viewpoint. Friedrich Ruge. 
Translated from the German by M. G. Saunders. Cassell, 42s. 1957. 22 cm. 
352 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 

Although there is nothing new in this survey except an occasional detail, it is a 

balanced account of the entire course of World War II at sea, including the campaigns 

of the Far East. As a German, Admiral Ruge is naturally apt to see his country’s 
mistakes, for instance her lack of emphasis, in war planning, on sea power. On the 
other hand, his book gives one more reminder of how extraordinarily successful, in 
both world conflicts, were the sustained German attempts to diminish the sea-borne 
supplies of her enemies. Relating principles to practice as it does, Admiral Ruge’s 
book is of great interest to students of naval warfare. (940-545) 


THE ROYAL NEW ZEALAND NAVY. S. D. Waters for the War 
History Branch, Department of Internal Affairs of New Zealand. Government 
Printer (Wellington, New Zealand), 25s. 1957. 25*5 cm. $86 pages. 63 photographs. 
15 maps. Bibliography. Index. (New Zealand in the Second World War 1939-45) 

New Zealand entered the war in 1939 with the New Zealand Division of the Royal 

Navy; in 1941 this became the Royal New Zealand Navy, and played an increasingly 
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important part in the Pacific war. In addition, New Zealanders joined the Royal 
Navy in large numbers and their story is also included here. From the part played by 
the cruiser Achilles in the Battle of the River Plate, December 1939, to the surrender 
of Japan in 1945, New Zealand had its share in the naval war all over the world, and 
the story is vividly told by an experienced writer on maritime affairs in this very 
handsomely produced volume. (940-545) 


THE WAY BACK. The Story of Licut-Commander Pat O’Leary. Vincent 
Brome. Cassell, 16s. 1957. 20°5 cm. 280 pages. Illustrations. Map. Index. 
This is one of the most outstanding stories of individual adventure during World 
War Il. Dr. Albert Guérisse, a doctor in the Belgian Army, escaped to England after 
the German invasion and became an underground agent with the nom-de-guerre of 
‘Pat O'Leary’. Returning to France, he was captured, but escaped and joined an 
escape organisation in the South which he later controlled and enlarged throughout 
the country. Two years later he was betrayed to the Gestapo and suffered appalling 
torture. Finally he was sent to Dachau where, regardless of his own pitiful condition, 
he worked unceasingly for his thousands of fellow-prisoners. His bravery and self- 
sacrifice were rewarded with many honours, and his tale is both thrilling and moving.

ENIGMAS OF HISTORY. Hugh Ross Williamson. Michael Joseph, 18s. 
1957. 22 cm. 254 pages. 
Amongst his varied literary activities Mr. Williamson has acquired a reputation as 
a detective-historian. He enjoys unravelling mysteries, and his alert, independent 
mind will never accept conventional explanations if there is the slightest suspicion 
that they are unconvincing. Some of the problems discussed in this volume aroused 
much comment when they were broadcast: they deal with such knotty questions as 
Who was Elizabeth I’s father: Who was the Man in the Iron Mask? Who executed 
Charles I? etc. To all such questions Mr. Williamson has plausible answers, and even 
if they are unacceptable the arguments are enjoyable reading. (942) 


LORD DERBY AND VICTORIAN CONSERVATISM. Wilbur 
Devereux Jones. Blackwell (Oxford), 37s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 380 pages. Bibliographical 
notes. Index. 

Edward George Geoffrey Smith Stanley, fourteenth Earl of Derby (1799-1869), was 

one of the important figures of the Victorian era, being leader of the Conservative 

Party and three times Prime Minister; he has, nevertheless, been strangely neglected 

by biographers. This well-documented account of his political, as distinct from his 

private, life, by the Assistant Professor in the Department of History in the University 
of Georgia, thus helps to fill a regrettable gap. It throws further light on the corn law, 
franchise and other controversies of the day, and can be warmly recommended to 

historians and students of politics. (942-08) 


THE DEFENCE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM. Basil Collier. 
H.M. Stationery Office, 50s. 1957. 25 cm. $78 pages. 29 illustrations. 32 maps (some 
in colour). Index. (History of the Second World War: United Kingdom Military 
Series) 

This history covers a wide field, for not only does it describe the various methods by 

which the United Kingdom was defended from air attack during the Battle of 

Britain and afterwards, but it also includes chapters on such subjects as the pre-war 
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expansion of the R.A.F. and some of the more important operations of the other 
two services during hostilities. In addition the author discusses important aspects of 
enemy strategy, such as the proposed invasion of Britain in the early days of the 
war. The threat of the V weapons in 1944-45 and the way in which the V1 was 
countered and defeated are described in detail. In his summing up Basil Collier gives 
due credit to the “common man’ for his steadfastness in the face of continuous danger 
and hardship. Fifty appendices give an immense amount of statistical information 
on the subject. (942-084)

THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE GERMAN PUBLIC MIND. 
A Social History of German Political Sentiments, Aspirations and Ideas. The 
Middle Ages: The Reformation. Frederick Hertz. Allen & Unwin, 35s. 1957. 
22 cm. §28 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
By the German public mind the author means that nexus of political and social 
feelings, opinions, and aspirations of the various groups which make up the German 
people, especially those influencing their political achievement. His book portrays 
the historical development of the German collective mind, recognising that more 
went to its creation than the policy of governments or the deeds of great men. In 
this volume this theme is followed from primitive times to the 17th century. It will 
be continued in further volumes. A scholarly, reflective, and comprehensive survey 
of German social development. (943) 


Ghana 
GOLD COAST TO GHANA. Paul Redmayne. Murray, 15s. 1957. 
25*5 cm. 48 pages. 107 photographs (3 in colour). Map. Tables. 

Mr. Redmayne’s The Gold Coast Yesterday and Today was a graphic portrayal of the 
country twenty years ago; he visited it on the eve of independence and this new 
and beautifully produced record brings the picture up to date. The varied and well 
chosen photographs, with a subordinate but valuable commentary, outline the 
historical background, portray social life and economic development—especially 
in the cocoa industry—and show the new industrial, educational, and political 
changes which have transformed the situation of the Gold Coast up to its attainment 
of independence as Ghana. (966-7) 


Canada 


TORONTO: Romance of a Great City. Katherine Hale. Cassell (Toronto, 
Canada), $4.50. 1956. 23 cm. 262 pages. Photographs. 5 maps by Lloyd Scott. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This is no attempt at a formal history but a series of bright and lively pictures of 

distinct phases in Toronto’s growth. Most successful are possibly the earlier periods. 

In the 17th century, the Governor of New France establishes the trading post and fort 

to obtain furs from the Indians. At the close of the 18th, the first Lieutenant- 

Governor of Upper Canada arrives from England to administer the new province 

and chooses York (later Toronto) as the capital. This frontier hamlet has now grown 

to a metropolitan city of more than a million citizens. Published shortly after the 
writer's death, this delightful book is a tribute to the city where she spent most of 

a long life. As poet, writer and public speaker, she made a valuable contribution to 

letters in Canada. (971°354)

LACHLAN MACQUARIE, Governor of New South Wales. Journals of 
his Tours in New South Wales and Van Diemen’s Land, 1810-1822. Trustees of 
the Public Library of New South Wales (Sydney, Australia), 80s. 1956. 24 cm. 
322 pages. 12 illustrations. 3 maps. Index. 

Macquarie was Governor of New South Wales from 1809 to 1821. He arrived at a 

time when the settlement was little better than a prison camp; but with the planning 

and impetus which he was able to provide he left it a thriving colony. These journals, 
which illuminate Macquarie’s character and policy, are therefore of considerable 
interest to anyone studying this period of Australian history. They give an excellent 
account of the colony outside Sydney, with detailed descriptions of the countryside, 
and of farming methods, and provide many sidelights on Macquarie’s contemporaries. 
The book is well produced and contains excellent coloured reproductions of 
contemporary paintings. (994-4)

General 
BREAD AND OLIVES. Pamela Arundale. Chatto & Windus, 16s. 1957. 
20 cm. 264 pages. 

Village life in the Troodos mountains of Cyprus is the subject of this rambling but 
extremely agreeable novel. Mrs. Morrow, a middle-aged English resident, is the 
centre of the composition, the link with the outside world and the tolerant observer 
of the ambitions and intrigues of the mayor, the widow, the war veteran, the barber, 
the police sergeant and other vividly drawn village personalities. The author shows an 
affectionate understanding of the Cypriot character, especially of the indefinable 
ways in which Cypriot life differs from Greek. Her book is a leisurely rural comedy 
undisturbed by any harsh reminder of the contemporary political struggle. 


ROOM AT THE TOP. John Braine. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 15s. 1957. 19 cm. 
256 pages. 

Mr. Braine’s central character conforms recognisably to the type of youthful hero 
now being bred by the younger generation of English novelists. He lives in the 
provinces and is acutely conscious of the disadvantages of his social background and 
education. He is ambitious, virile and acknowledges two dominant objectives, to 
earn more money and to succeed with women; these once achieved, uncertainty sets 
in. The post-war North country setting is capably sketched, but perhaps the most 
remarkable achievement is the unfolding of the hero’s two simultaneous but sharply 
conflicting love affairs. Mr. Braine is a novelist of promise who relies on vigour 
rather than subtlety of narration. 


THE DARK STRANGER. Dorothy Charques. Murray, 18s. 1957. 20 cm. 
358 pages 
With the skill and insight of an accomplished and scholarly novelist, Mrs. Charques 
combines in The Dark Stranger an absorbing and exciting story with an unglamourised 
icture of provincial England and its people during the period of the deadly conflict 
tween Cromwell’s army and that of Charles I. The love of Elizabeth Devize and 
Captain Swallow threads its way through a maze of battle and fanaticism, witchcraft 
and evil passions; and the impressiveness of the novel depends as much upon the 
convincingness of the historical background and the living population of lesser 
characters as upon the crucial scenes and the major figures in the foreground. 
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THE MANDARINS. Simone de Beauvoir. Translated from the French by 
Leonard M. Friedman. Collins, 18s. 1957. 21 cm. 704 pages. 

Mlle. de Beauvoir is today the most distinguished authoress in France and she belongs 
to that generation whose intellectual development was deeply and actively influenced 
by the Resistance. This long and ambitious novel, which won the Prix Goncourt, 
portrays the intellectuals’ Paris of 1945 and the heady yet disillusioned atmosphere of 
the liberation; new parties, newspapers, movements germinate, collaborators are 
acquitted or assassinated, love affairs grow shorter, standards crumble. More 
impressive as a documentary than as a drama, it offers at many levels an authentic 
picture of a society which, however, to the outsider seems extraordinarily artificial. 


COAST TO COAST. Australian Stories, 1955-1956. Selected by H. 
Drake-Brockman. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia & London), A17s.6d.; 
15s. 1956; 1957. 23 cm. 220 pages. Illustrations by Cedric Flower. 

A varied sample of Australian writing, Coast to Coast keeps a fair balance between 

new and veteran writers. There is still a strong emphasis on the ‘outback’ setting with 

little to illustrate the industrialised city life of most Australians but, apart from this 
weakness, the collection is an unusually good one. Plot is handled well in nearly all 
examples and backgrounds are well drawn, including those in the excellent ‘tall 
stories’, which, of course, are dependent for their effect on the reality of their setting. 

The wry humour which has distinguished so much of Australian writing is evident 

in many of these stories. 


THE RAM IN THE THICKET. Anthony Glyn. Hutchinson, 15s. 1957. 
19 cm. 312 pages. 

The biblical metaphor of the title describes the predicament of Mr. Glyn’s young 
hero, who for the sake of his wife and children abandons a literary career and accepts 
an uncongenial post in the West Indies in the family’s sugar concern, where he is 
persistently exploited by an unscrupulous relative at the head of the firm. The author 
deals briskly with the business ramifications of the story and succeeds in establishing 
an emotional tension in the division of the hero’s affections between his wife and a 
West Indian Chinese girl. The reader’s interest is dexterously held even if the story’s 
ending is a trifle melodramatic. 


DEAD SOULS. Nikolai Gogol. Translated from the Russian by George 
Reavey. Introduction by Sir Maurice Bowra. Oxford University Press, 8s.6d. 1957. 
15 cm. 474 pages. (World’s Classics) 

Gogol’s work certainly supports the theory that humour is essentially a national 
creation. Although his writings possess a world-wide appeal, no author is more 
idiosyncratically and recognisably Russian. Dead Souls describes life in the remote 
provinces, where an adventurer, Chichikov, sets out to make a fortune by acquiring 
serfs who have died since the last census, intending to pledge this bogus property to 
the Government. The first part is a comic novel of grotesque and immensely fertile 
invention; in the second, unfinished and less enjoyable part Chichikov was intended 
to purge his misdeeds by suffering. Mr. Reavey’s translation is extremely readable. 


WITHOUT LOVE. Gerald Hanley. Collins, 13s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 256 
pages. 

Mr. Hanley breaks entirely new ground in this study of political assassination and 

spiritual damnation. Michael Brennan, who has served both Communists and S.S. 

in his time, is now hired to kill a renegade anarchist; the plot describes the struggle 
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for his soul waged between his sister, his mistress who is trying to contrive his escape, 
and his terrorist superior who wants to liquidate him. An ambitious novel, which, if 
it presents a sequence of spiritual conflicts with occasionally obsessive monotony, 
remains a more important book than many more facile successes. 


THE WIDOW. Francis King. Longmans, 16s. 1957. 19 cm. 352 pages. 

After several novels set in the Mediterranean, Mr.King returns to a study of English 
family life. His heroine is obliged, on the death of her husband, an Indian Civil 
Servant, to settle in England with her two children and the book follows their story 
through the war and the succeeding decade. The theme is unadorned by romance 
and owes nothing to current fashions in fiction, but it offers a remarkably solid and 
convincing portrait of the English middle class. Mr. King displays once more his 
understanding of difficult and self-enclosed characters and in particular his insight 
into the experiences of old age. 


TATTING. Faith Compton Mackenzie. Cape, 12s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 160 
pages. 

The period of this light-hearted sketch is the turn of the last century. The impover- 
ished artist Ariadne, friend of Wilde and Beardsley, has outlived her slender fame 
and now depends on tactful help from such young friends as Laura and Guy Mallory. 
They invite her to the Cornish vicarage of the High-Anglican priest Father St. John, 
who is as eccentric a personality as Ariadne. She paints a fresco in his church while 
he indulges in expert cookery and composes nonsense verse. The incongruity of the 
setting is enhanced by the priest’s petulant aversion to his most zealous church helper, 
the irrepressible Miss Want. Readers will enjoy this gay portrayal of Edwardian 
eccentricity in artist and cleric. 


THE GUNS OF NAVARONE. Alistair Maclean. Collins, 14s. 1957. 
20°§ cm. 318 pages. Map. 

On a small Greek island off the Turkish coast, twelve hundred British troops wait 
to be annihilated. There is no chance of escape by sea: all approaches are covered by 
the big guns of Navarone, an island bastion of rock and iron held by the Germans. 
To silence the guns Captain Keith Mallory, a New Zealander and world-famous 
mountaineer, plans to scale the cliffs one night with a party of skilled saboteurs. 
What happens to them is narrated with the vividness and authenticity which made 
the author's first book, H.M.S. Ulysses, so successful. Those who like tales of adventure 
should not miss it. 


THE SOUND OF WAVES. Yukio Mishima. Translated from the 
Japanese by Meredith Weatherby. Secker & Warburg, 13s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 188 
pages. Drawings by Yoshinori Kinoshita. 

This is a very good example of the excellence of much modern Japanese writing. It 
is a story told with tenderness, frankness and perception, of life in a Japanese fishing 
village, in a part of Japan where traditions are most deeply rooted—the scene is not 
far from the famous Ise Shrines—and where women work under considerable 
hardship diving for abalone. It is a love story of great delicacy. The atmosphere is 
absolutely genuine and the tone one of realistic optimism. Yukio Mishima was born 
in 1925; he published his first novel in 1948 and has already a number of plays and 
short stories to his credit. 
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CHALLENGE TO VENUS. Charles Morgan. Macmillan, 158. 1957. 
19°5 cm. 314 pages. 
An unfulfilled love affair is the theme of Mr. Morgan’s latest novel. His hero, a 
young Englishman with an impressive war record, holidaying in Italy on his way 
to work in the East, falls in love with an Italian beauty of the provincial nobility. 
Despite the depth of their feeling, the relationship breaks down because of their 
immeasurably different expectations alike from love and from marriage. The Italy 
Mr. Morgan describes seems at times a setting carefully high-lighted for romance, 


but the tale itself of a passion at once consuming and stoical is particularly well 
fitted to Mr. Morgan’s talents. 


SELECTED SHORT STORIES. Sir Arthur Quiller-Couch. Penguin 

Books, 2s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 254 pages. Bibliographical note. Paper covers. 
The author is best known today as ‘Q’, literary critic, editor of the Oxford Book of 
English Verse and holder for many years of the Chair of English at Cambridge. 
Earlier in life he had been a prolific writer of fiction, much of it inspired by his 
native West Country. This volume contains ghost stories, tales of the Napoleonic 
Wars by land and sea and of the adventures of highwaymen. Sir Arthur is an 
extremely accomplished writer of this kind of historical tale, a skilful artist in local 
colour and an adept at sustaining suspense. 


THE HEEL OF SPRING. Frank Rooney. Bodley Head, 15s. 1957. 20°5 cm. 
248 pages. 

A brilliant study of a boy of sixteen who discovers that his father killed his mother. 
The secrets of the past hitherto hidden from him are slowly and painfully uncovered. 
The uncles and aunts who have tried to hide the family tragedy from him are a 
fascinating and eccentric set, acutely observed and sharply portrayed. While the 
boy is unravelling the past, he is also enduring the frustrations and ardours of 
adolescence. The author has brilliantly conveyed the uncertainty and the vulnerability 
of youth. He has a poetic apprehension of the world of the senses and an extra- 
ordinary penetration into the realities that lie behind the facades of emotion. 


MAMA ILOVE YOU. William Saroyan. Faber, 15s. 1957. 19 cm. 256 pages. 
This wishful tale about a child actress who brings together her divorced parents 
has the usual exasperating mixture of charm, sentimentality, sincerity and literary 
cunning which puts Saroyan in a class by himself. It is told, with skill and sensitivity, 


from the point of view of the nine-year-old herself. Even the critical reader, once he 
has started it, will be obliged to read on. 


THE EYE OF LOVE. Margery Sharp. Collins, 13s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 256 pages. 
Dolores Diver is thirty-seven when her lover, Harry Gibson, leaves her to marry 
rich Miranda Joyce. Middle-aged and unattractive, Dolores is still for him the 
Spanish Rose with whom he fell in love at a Chelsea Arts Ball ten years before. 
Yet marry Miranda he must, or so he thinks until Miranda starts prying into his 
past. Margery Sharp’s astringent humour and her skill in portraiture need no intro- 
duction to novel-readers. Britannia Mews, Cluny Brown and the rest are worthily 
succeeded by this latest romance in which the star performer is an observant child artist. 


BOBBY BOCKER. A. G. Street. Michael Joseph, 12s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 
192 pages. 

A simple, pleasing story about a very small girl who goes to stay with her stern, 

lonely old grandfather on his farm. She soon dominates his life, not to mention his 
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household. Mr. Street, a well-known novelist and broadcaster, is a farmer himself 
and writes convincingly about farm life. The frank sentimentality of this slight 
story is redeemed in part by the refreshing personality of the child and the comicality 


of her conversation. 


THE TRUMPET SHALL SOUND. H. M. Tomlinson. Hodder & 
Stoughton, 12s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 192 pages. 

This is a novel set in England during the war against a background of town and 
countryside, and it reproduces with great fidelity the spirit of the people and the time. 
Some of the characters, notably McLuckie the sailor and Old Martin the farmer, will 
not easily be forgotten. Mr. Tomlinson, at the age of eighty-four, remains a master 
of strong-running, lyrical, prose that is admirably suited to the material he handles 
here. It is not the sort of novel that can be read without effort, but it repays effort 
and Mr. Tomlinson’s great following of readers will find The Trumpet shall Sound 
as rewarding as they could wish. 


THE MASTER. An Adventure Story. T. H. White. Cape, 15s. 1957. 
19°5 cm. 256 pages. 

This is an adventure story with an clement of science-fiction. The Master, 157 years 
old and an unbalanced genius, has secretly made the craggy island of Rockall in the 
Atlantic his base for an attempt to make himself Dictator of the world. Nicky and 
Judy, twelve-year-old twins visiting Rockall from their father’s yacht, stumble on 
his secret and are imprisoned by his henchmen. After many complications, the Master 
and his plans are undone. This is an exciting tale, very well told, which should appeal 
to readers of all ages. Mr. White himself describes it as a simple adventure story with 
a suppressed moral. 


DOCTOR PASCAL. Emile Zola. Translated from the French by Vladimir 
Kean. Introduction by Hugh Shelley. Elek Books, 18s. 1957. 20 cm. 292 pages. 
With this novel Zola brings the Rougon-Macquart series to a fitting climax. Dr. 
Pascal is a scientist who has devoted his life to working out a theory of heredity based 
on his own—the Rougon-Macquart—family tree. His eighty-year-old mother is 
equally determined to preserve the family honour and works against Pascal through 
his niece with whom he is deeply in love and whom he finally marries. It is a pow- 
erful story even if occasionally marred by Zola’s inability to assimilate scientific theory 
into the narrative. It also contains much autobiographical inspiration, notably Zola’s 
personal antagonism to religious dogma and his love for a woman more than twenty 

years younger. 


A LOVE AFFAIR. Emile Zola. Translated from the French with an 
introduction by Jean Stewart. Elek Books, 16s. 1957. 20 cm. 258 pages. 
Written in 1877, this novel is loosely connected with the Rougon-Macquart series 
through the theme of hereditary neurosis, but it is less harshly realistic, more 
contemplative and lyrical in tone. It is an intimate drama of Parisian bourgeois life. 
Helene, a young widow with an intensely neurotic eleven-year-old daughter, becomes 
involved in a passionate love affair with the doctor who attends her, a relationship 
which is finally destroyed by the jealousy and insecurity of the child. The long, 
meditative and finely translated passages describing the brooding panorama of Paris 
glimpsed from the sick-room windows form an impressive background to the story. 
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Crime, Detection and Mystery 

OVERDUE. Francis Clifford. Hamish Hamilton, 13s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 240 pages. 
The story of an air liner that crashes in the Arizona Desert and of the desperate plight 
of the four survivors—a young man about to be ordained as a priest, a boy, a murderer 
and his guard, and the dying air hostess. The murderer disarms his guard, discovers 
that the plane has been carrying bullion, and forces his companions at pistol point to 
carry the gold bars in an attempt to reach the Mexican border. The suspense; the 
survivors’ ordeal; the strain on the people waiting for news of the plane, are well 
handled, and the characterisation, drawn in quick, broad strokes, is effective. This is 
an exciting tale skilfully told. 


THE TALENTED MR. RIPLEY. Patricia Highsmith. Cresset Press, 
15S. 1957. 19 cm. 266 pages. 

In New York Tom Ripley’s forgeries prove to be foolproof until he is safely out of 
the country and in Italy his murders are not brought home to him for all the patient 
efforts of the police. The victims are a wealthy young American artist, whose name 
and possessions are alike adopted by Tom, and another American whose inquiries 
threaten to uncover the daring and ingenious impersonation. The story is well 
constructed and well told and the characters, including the minor ones, are drawn 
with care and skill. This is, indeed, a thriller of more than usual intelligence, cohesion 
and insight. 


THE CASE OF THE FOUR FRIENDS. J. C. Masterman. Hodder & 
Stoughton, 12s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 224 pages. 

The Provost of Worcester College, Oxford, who wrote that well-known ‘thriller’ 
An Oxford Tragedy, nere turns his talents to what is described as ‘a diversion in pre- 
detection’. Lawyer and criminologist Ernst Brendel, guest in an Oxford common- 
room, recounts the story of his nerve-racking holiday stay in the hotel where he 
discovers that each of four ‘friends’ is waiting for a chance to murder one of the 
others. This is a book for the reflective reader who enjoys graceful writing and is 
content that the pace of the story should be subordinated to the thorough exploration 
of character and convincing explanation of motive. 


OFF WITH HIS HEAD. Ngaio Marsh. Collins, 12s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 
288 pages. 

A middle-European folklorist appears in the village of Mardian to witness a piece of 
winter ritual which involves a mock decapitation. Instead, or rather, in addition, she 
witnesses a murder. With the aid of clues of a folkloric kind Superintendent Alleyn 
manages, as usual, to surprise everyone with the correct solution. The ritual dance in 
question is of course imaginary, but the details are described with a feeling for 
atmosphere and an awareness of folkloric fact. 


WHAT ROUGH BEAST. John Trench. Macdonald, 10s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 
190 pages. 

In an old cathedral town suffering from modern ‘improvements’ and the vicious 
activities of a band of young hooligans, Canon Adamson is being subjected to a 
campaign of defamation which finally leads to his being suspected of murder. Martin 
Cotterell, nephew of the Dean of the cathedral, investigates the case and succeeds, at 
some risk to himself, in solving it. Mr. Trench writes urbanely and well, with a nice 
wit, an ability to delineate character, and a grateful sense of the right word in the right 
place which makes the book most agreeable to read.

BEST STORIES OF WALTER DE LA MARE. 7th impression. Faber, 
15S. 1957. 19 cm. 398 pages. 

Of all the English writers of his generation none seems more likely thanWalter de la 
Mare to become established in the high regard of posterity. He belonged to no coterie, 
led no movement, inspired no cult, but both as poet and as prose writer he touched 
heights and plumbed depths beyond the reach of many contemporaries. In his short 
stories, the present selection of which (first published in 1942) contains those de la Mare 
himself preferred, he ranged over a wide field of emotion and sensation, encompassing 
horror, beauty, poetry, and pity, always with a scrupulous care for the dignity of 
language. 


NO ARMS, NO ARMOUR. Robert Henriques. Reprint. Pan Books, 
38.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 378 pages. Paper covers. 

First published in 1939, this tale of British army life between the two world wars 

as seen by a young officer in the Sudan won the All Nations Prize Novel Competition. 

Both before and after writing this novel, Colonel Henriques served in the Army which 

he so vividly and so devastatingly describes. Although much of the background is 

now of the past, there is a freshness and vigour in No Arms, No Armour which preserves 


its appeal. 


SEA-WYF AND BISCUIT. J. M. Scott. Reprint. Pan Books, 2s. 1957. 
18 cm. 158 pages. 4 photographs. 

The story of three men and a woman adrift for weeks on a rubber float in the Indian 
Ocean. They are the sole survivors of an overcrowded refugee ship fleeing from the 
Japanese invasion of Singapore. The descriptions of the plight of the refugees on board 
and the harrowing scenes after the wreck before death overtakes them are movingly 
handled. From then on, the people on the float are alone, and it is not the three men 
who are primarily responsible for their survival, but the woman’s presence and her 
strength of spirit. This is a novel worth reading and some of its episodes are likely to 
remain in the memory for a long time.

ANN’S ALPINE ADVENTURE. Mabel Esther Allan. Hutchinson, 8s.6d. 
1957. 19 cm. 192 pages. 
BLACK FOREST SUMMER. Mabel Esther Allan. Bodley Head, 10s.6d. 
19$7. 21 cm. 184 pages. 
Although the ingredients of Miss Allan’s new stories are familiar—shy girls, friendly 
girls, worries about lack of money and about future careers, holidays in interesting 
places, and happy endings—the formula is deftly made up, the various characters are 
clearly differentiated, and the adventures are convincing and exciting, while the 
descriptions of foreign places and people come as clearly and freshly to the reader as 
to the intelligent and likable children in the stories. Ann’s Alpine Adventure (for ages 
11-14) tells how an English girl goes to stay with a shy Swiss girl, helps to cure her 
timidity, and makes friends with children from France and Italy as well. In Black 
Forest Summer three suddenly orphaned sisters stay, at first unwillingly and then 
happily, with German relatives at Freiburg im Breisgau. A slight romantic interest 
makes this book suitable for older girls, from 14 to 16. 
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CORSICAN ADVENTURE. Viola Bayley. Dent, 11s.6d. 1957. 19°5 cm. 
160 pages. Illustrations by Marcia Lane Foster. 

Three children of a British diplomat follow up the escapades related in Miss Bayley’s 
previous story, Paris Adventure, by helping M. André of the Paris Sareté to investigate 
the activities of a sinister Swedish scientist who owns a disused thermal station in 
Corsica. Their collaborators include a retired British army officer, a retired Corsican 
bandit, and a young Swedish-American lawyer disguised as a chauffeur. An exciting 
story, suitable for boys and girls of 10-13. 


JEWEL OF THE JUNGLE. Irene Byers. Hutchinson, 8s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 
208 pages. 

This story for girls of 11-14 is by an experienced writer, and has been chosen by the 
B.B.C. for their Children’s Hour. It tells of three children who, with their mother, 
leave Africa for England after their father’s death, bringing with them three bulbs of 
a mysterious flower known as the Jewel of the Jungle. By their courage and resource- 
fulness they carn a livelihood, achieve recognition for the flower, unmask two 
villains, and win their stern grandfather’s approval and affection. There is much 
incidental information about horticulture. 


TIM BAKER, MOTOR MECHANIC. By Bruce Carter. Chatto & 
Windus, 8s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 144 pages. (A Chatto Career Book for Boys) 
Motor cars are the main interest of young Tim and his friend Roddy. They start 
their apprenticeship together at the age of seventeen as garage mechanics, and Roddy 
shows promise of becoming a brilliant designer. Tim, on the other hand, lags behind. 
His skill as a fast driver wins him a trial with a famous racing team, but he does not 
make good. He then turns to selling used cars but finally he finds his true niche as 
one of the pit staff with the same racing team. The story is well told, with a great 
deal of accurate background which will make it useful to (and popular with) young 


car-minded readers in their teens. 


MOUDAINA. Andrée Clair. Translated from the French by James Cleugh. 
Muller, tos.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 176 pages. Illustrations by Hazel Cook. 

Moudaina is an African boy who makes friends with the young daughter of a French 
teacher at a school near his village. Thanks to this friendship, his whole life is changed 
and his feet set on a path which will end in a career of service to his people as a doctor. 
Meanwhile, the children have many adventures, and Helen learns as much from him 
as he from her. Well and simply written, and excellently translated, this book will 
enable quite young readers (aged 10-14) to gain insight into the lives and minds of 
primitive people and their difficulty in understanding the ways of the West. 


NOREEN’S FIRST CASE. Helen Dawson. Dent, 10s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 
152 pages. Frontispiece by Tessa Theobald. 

The headmistress of Cratheley House school, unable herself to deal with a Secret 
Society called “The Masked Three’ which some of her pupils have formed, takes the 
unusual step of calling in a female private detective. The latter takes the even more 
unusual step of entrusting the task to her young niece, who enters the school disguised 
as a member of the fifth form and, after discovering clues which include a secret 
subterranean chamber, a kidnapped baby and a prefect who works as waitress in an 
all-night café, unmasks the villains. For girls of 10-13.

THE VEGETABULL. Jan Le Witt. Collins, 8s.6d. 1956. 28 cm. 32 pages. 
Illustrations in colour by the author. 

A charming fantasy about a bull, who got so tired of grass that he ate up all the 
children’s vegetable garden in the island of Mandolia. He turns into vegetables him- 
self, but the birds eat him up and only a shadow is left. He redeems himself and 
recovers his real shape and substance by catching a thief in a foreign country and usi 
the reward to buy a large stock of vegetables for the children of Mandolia. This is a 
simply told tale, suitable for 5-7-year olds, written and illustrated by a well-known 
Dutch artist. The pictures are witty, imaginative and splendidly rich in colour. 


McGONNIGLE’S LAKE. Rutherford Montgomery. Faber, 12s.6d. 19§7. 
20 cm. 164 pages. Illustrations by Garry Mackenzie. 

An unusual and exciting story, with an American setting, for readers aged 12-16. 
An old prospector returns to the place of his childhood with enough money to bu 
land to settle on. A dishonest estate agent sells him a lake with no dry land attached. 
The local landowner tries to drive him away. McGonnigle triumphs in the end, with 
the help of a girl called Jo, a boy called Jerry, his own skill as a miner, and the animals 
(a snake, a badger, a rockchuck, two donkeys and a family of beavers) who make up 
his ‘portable household’. 


A LIBRARY LIFE FOR DEBORAH. Joan Llewelyn Owens. Chatto 

& Windus, 8s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 144 pages. Frontispiece. (A Mary Dunn Career Novel) 
A competent and interesting career book, covering the methods of entering and 
training for work in libraries, and also the differences between various kinds of 
libraries. The heroine starts her career in a borough library, later takes a course at a 
school of librarianship, decides to specialise in children’s library work, passes her 
examination, and ends as a registered librarian with a post as assistant to a county 
organiser of library work for young people. She also finds time to write, and we leave 


her on the point of getting engaged to a suitable young man. For girls of fourteen 
and over. 


MYSTERY AT MANTHORPE. Wilfrid Robertson. Dent, 10s.6d. 1957. 
19 cm. 192 pages. Frontispiece by Prudence Seward. 
Mr. Robertson’s earlier books have been adventure stories, often with an African 
setting. This one, however, is about the Norfolk marshes, and tells how Mark and 
Rosamund solve the mystery of the murder of a sinister newcomer to the district. 
A likable poacher had been wrongly accused of the crime. It is a well-written and 
exciting story, with some excellent characterisation, especially of the country people. 
The hero and heroine are in their late teens and have both left school, and the book 
will probably appeal most to boys and girls aged 13-16. 


MR. NOBODY. Rosemary Anne Sisson. Some of the rhymes by Vera 
Kathleen Sisson. Macmillan, 7s. 1957. 25 cm. 46 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) 
by Rosamond Stokes. 

Mr. Nobody is a simple, cheerful character, who owns a recalcitrant donkey and a 

little red cart. He is persistent about getting what he wants, but can never sec the 

obvious way to achieve it. These simple stories are in a sense intelligence tests—find 
the solution before Mr. Nobody. The repetitive patterns make them very suitable 
for small children, and the simplicity of the language make them easy reading for 


children of six or so.

MEN OF THE HILLS. Henry Treece. Bodley Head, 10s.6d. 19$7. 21 cm. 
170 pages. Illustrations by Christine Price. 

Mr. Treece’s books for young readers have a deservedly large following. This latest 
story has the same ability to create the distant past vividly and imaginatively. It is set 
in ch chalk country of England, some four thousand years ago when the tall fair- 
haired warriors started their conquest of the short, dark, people whose flint weapons 
were a poor match for the metal of their enemies. The story mainly concerns two 
boys—the sons of the opposing chieftains—who see the downfall of both invader and 
invaded and find a new life together after much danger and adventure. It is an exciting 
story, well told, and will appeal to most young readers between the ages of 11 or 12 
and 15 who have a sense of history.

HELICOPTERS WORK LIKE THIS. Basil Arkell and John W. R. 
Taylor. Phoenix House, 8s.6d. 1957. 25 cm. 62 pages. Illustrations by Frederick 
G. Cook. 

Written simply and clearly, and illustrated with a number of excellent sketches, this 

book shows how the various types of helicopter work and the numerous uses to which 

these aircraft can be put. For children of 10-15. 


MEN WHO SERVED AFRICA. Josephine Kamm. Harrap, 10s.6d. 197. 

20 cm. 176 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour) by G. S. Ronalds. Map. Bibliography. 
Josephine Kamm has already written of some African pioneers in They Served the 
People. In this new volume she describes the lives of some twenty further men and 
women who have contributed to the development of the country and the welfare 
of the people. As well as explorers, missionaries, and administrators of various 
nationalities, others are included who, while never visiting Africa, served it by pro- 
moting exploration or attacking the slave trade. The final chapter deals with J. E. K. 
Aggrcy (1875-1927), whose work in education for his own people of West Africa 
was of such vital importance, and Dr. Albert Schweitzer. An excellent book for child- 
ren in their early teens. 


THE YOUNG TRAVELLER IN DENMARK. Charles S. Strong. 
Phoenix House, 9s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 128 pages. 23 photographs (1 in colour). Map. 
Index. (The Young Traveller Series) 

The latest addition to this excellent series maintains the high standard of its prede- 

cessors. It describes a visit by two young people to a Danish family with a boy and a 

girl of their own age. They are taken to see a host of things, from the Tivoli pleasure 

gardens in Copenhagen to a performance of Hamlet at Kronborg Castle, and although 

a wealth of information is woven into their experiences the holiday atmosphere is 

preserved throughout. As an introduction to Denmark for the 12-16 year-old reader, 

this book can be warmly recommended.
